Nothing startling just now that I know of. 
But, well, a long time ago the wise man 
said, “Of making many books there is no 
end;” and there hasn’t been yet. The end 
of making books will hardly be while there 
is need for books. And so another new 
boek is just out. A great many of them 
of course, but of one I would now speak. It 
didn’t come of accident, or a just happen 
so. It has come just at this time from a 
conviction that such a one is needed. 


The book the title of which is, “A Biblical 
View of the Church,” is the outgrowth of a 
sermon prepared and preached some years 
ago before the Miami Ohio Christian Con- 
ference. At once the conference asked for 
its publication in the church paper. Dr. S. 
S. Newhouse (may I be pardoned for the 
reference) said it was the best presenta- 
tion of the Principles of the Christian 
Church that he had ever heard. Later an- 
other minister asked for it—a copy of the 
sermon—that he might put it in tract form: 
and give it a wide circulation. But it was 
never so given to the public, as perhaps it 
ought to have been. Revised, adapted and 
enlarged, it is now offered, in book form, 
to any who may desire it. No trumpet an- 
nounced its coming. Not a word had been 
said in the papers about it until the edi- 
torial mention of it in last week’s HERALD 
OF GOSPEL LIBERTY. As soon as a few copies 
were in I mailed one to my friend, Rev. 
Robert Harris, Veedersburg, Indiana. From 
a letter just received from him I beg to 
quote the following: 

“Have just received your ‘Biblical View of 
the Church’ and must write you at once. I 
am so glad you wrote it. It is a timely 
production, and meets a want among our 
young brethren in the work. I take great 
pleasure in commending your (our) book, 
for it is surely our book as a people.

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LAW OR LAWLESSNESS 

A bill has passed the House of the Ohio 
Legislature, giving the Governor full au- 
thority to remove any mayor of any munici- 
pality in the state for failure to do his duty. 
This has been a law (but a dead letter) 
for several years. The present bill seeks to 
make the bill effective, and it has passed the 
House by a vote of 71 to 28. It now goes 
to the Senate, where its fate will be decided. 
Any senator voting against this bill is the 
enemy of righteousness and of the best in- 
terests of the people. Why should not the 
governor of a state have power to remove 
any mayor from office, if he wilfully or care- 
lessly fails to enforce the laws against 
wrongdoing? Such a man has no claim 
upon the support of the people. In writing 
of this bill on Feb. 26, The Ohio State Jour- 
nal says: 

ENFORCING THE LAWS 

That is an excellent bill which was passed 
by the house, having for its object the com- 
pulsion of mayors to enforce the laws. It 
has been a ridiculous and disgraceful atti- 
tude the state has been in, allowing mayors 
to say what laws should be enforced and 
what not. It is against the very integrity 
of government to allow such a thing and un- 


dermines the people’s respect for their insti- 
tutions. 
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And then, how absurd it is, to require a 
mayor to sivear to support the laws and at 
the same time concede him the right to vio- 
late his oath! That situation is appalling, 
and to continnue it reflects upon the intelli- 
gence and honor of the people. And a legis- 
lature that would refuse to enact a law re- 
quiring law enforcement would make itself 
ridiculous before the world. 

A law is the will of the people and should 
be executed. There should be no discretion 
as to whether it should be enforced or not. 
The only way to not execute a law is to re- 
peal it. That was Grant’s doctrine, and it is 


.every man’s doctrine who reflects that law is 


the life of this republic. 


We are not in politics, and do not expect 
to be, but we do feel an interest in the 
enactment and enforcement of good laws, 
and we hope every man who reads this, living 
in the State of Ohio, will at once write to 
the State Senator from his district and urge 
the passage of this bill for the good of the 
state. We cannot afford as a Christian peo- 
ple to have men kept in office who refuse to 
enforce the laws under Which he serves.

THE MAN AND THE CALL

that very purpose, but we are writ- 
ing not so much of this general call as of a 
specific call to a special service. We are 
thinking of the vision Paul had and of the 
call that came to him. He saw a man of 
Macedonia in a night vision, calling to him 
to come over and help them. See Acts 16:9. 
That was a personal vision and a personal 
eall to service in the bringing of men and 
women to Christ for salvation. It was the 
Christ calling Paul to a more needy field. 
Paul saw the man and heard the call. Not 
only so, but Paul answered the call in per- 
son, and at once started for Macedonia, for 
he understood that the Lord was calling him 
to preach the Gospel to that people.

But who was the man Paul saw in the 
vision? His name was not given, but we 
believe it was Jesus Christ. The urgent 


need of that people had called Christ to 
the scene of their moral ruin. As always 
such scenes of moral disaster moved the 
compassion of Jesus and He wanted to speak 
with them, but He needed human lips 
through which He might speak. ' To meet 
this need He sent for Paul, or rather He ap- 
peared to Paul in a night vision, and told 
him what He wanted, urging him to come 
over into Macedonia at once to preach the 
Gospel to that needy people. Sure it was 
Jesus who made the call. It was not the 
first time He had appeared to Paul to call 
him to important work. We think there can 
be no doubt but that Paul understood, and 
as in another call of great importance, he 
at once undertook to obey. Jesus was stand- 
ing, looking upon the needs of poor sin- 
stricken Macedonia, and their need moved 
‘ His great heart with the tenderest compas- 
sion, and then He determined to send help. 
and the call was to Paul. 


If we mistake not, Jesus is again stand- 
ing over the sin-stricken lands of Porto 
Rico and Japan,and again His great heart 
of compassion is mightily moved in their 
behalf. He again calls for help, not of Paul 
of old, but of His people to go, to send, that 
the Gospel may be preached to these needy 
people. This time the call is to us as a 
people. He wants His people, known as the 
Christian Church, to send men and women 
to Porto Rico and to Japan that His Gospel 
may be preached to these people also. Sec- 
retary Morrill has issued the call to us for 
a united effort for the second Sunday in 
March, and now the call is to us. Will you 
join and do your best, making a contribu- 





tion according to your ability, as God has 
prospered you, that the Gospel may be 
preached to these needy peoples? 


The Lord has messengers to-day who are 
willing to serve—who are even now serving 
actively on the field, but they cannot con- 
tinue without money to meet their necessary 
living expenses—the laborer is worthy of his 
hire, and the call we hear to-day is the call 
of the Lord, as we understand it, to send the 
Gospel to the needy men and women of these 
darkened lands. These men and women, our 


missionaries, have laid down the blessings 
and privileges of their native land, their 


homes, and their loved ones, that they might 
go with the message and reveal to the heath- 
en through the preaching of the Gospel the 
way and plan of salvation, and shall we re- 
fuse to answer the call?* Shall Jesus stand 
and look upon the awful needs of those peo- 
ples, and will no one go to give Jesus the 
chance to speak to them? It is a fact that 
now that Jesus has ascended to Heaven, He 
speaks to the people of earth only through 
chosen agents. One of these agents is man 
—the missionary, and He is looking to the 
Christian Church to send men and women 
to these islands with the Gospel that Jesus 
may have a chance to speak to them of the 
salvation He so lovingly gives to as many 
as believe. But how can people believe, ex- 
cept they may hear? And how can they 
hear, except some one go to tell the story 
of redeeming love? And how can men and 
women go with this story of love to men and 
women who are lost in sin, except some one 
send the messenger? Not many can go at 
their own expense, and so the Lord calls 
upon us who stay at home to raise the 
money to send His messengers with the Gos- 
pel of salvation to all. 


It is enough—let us obey the call; let us 
give, as God has prospered -us, in the ap- 
proaching offering, yea, even let us go far 
enough in giving to niake some sacrifice, and 
let us do that in view of the fact that there 
is so much urgent need—so many precious 
souls, for whom the Savior died, still stand- 
ing in the darkness of sin. God help us, and 
may we make the March offering for 1910 
the best in our history as a people. 


Let us not excuse ourselves on any small 
pretext. Let us buckle on the armor, and 
do our best. It is not a vain thing, but a 
great opportunity to serve God, and therein 
bring a great blessing to our more unfortu- 
nate fellow-men who are yet without the 
Gospel of Redeeming Love! 


A GOOD REASON 


The wonderful success of the Gospel in 
Korea is the marvel of this generation. The 
Gospel is sweeping its hills and valleys as 
with a tidal wave of love. Noplace in China, 
India, Japan, South America, or in the 
Islands of the Sea, has shown such ready 
acceptance of the message of salvation as 
has Korea. Only a short while ago it was 
a land of darkness, but now it glows as a 
burning lamp with the light of life—so read- 
ily is it receiving the Gospel of the Son of 
God. Does any one know a reason for this 
great success of the truth in that land, once 
so under the dominion of sin and in the pow- 
er of the devil? Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman, 
who was not long ago in that land in his 
evangelistic tour around the world, says: 
“Every missionary in Korea unquestioning- 
ly believes the Bible to be the Word of God. 
He accepts it as such and faithfully preaches 
its truths to the people, and they are ac- 
cepting salvation in Christ in a marvelous 
way. If the acceptance of the Christian 
Faith in Korea under such believing and 
preaching of the Word of God produces 
such results, is it anything strange that re- 
sults are very different where the mission- 
aries are believing only parts of the Word 


“of God, or accepting here and there a grain 


of truth under the dictation of human 
learning, or as it is commonly called, “high- 
er criticism”? Somebody has said that a 
general who would first batter his sword be- 
fore going into battle could not expect much 
success. It is even so. And how much 
more surely true is it that a preacher or 
missionary who goes out to win men and 
women to Christ, after he has brokefi the 
sword of the spirit (the Bible) by rejecting 
and casting aside many of its parts, how can 
such a one expect success in winning men 
to Christ? The Korean missionaries are not 
only doing a good work in winning Korea to 
Christ, but they are setting a fine example 
for all the Christian world as to an essen- 
tial condition of success in preaching the 
Gospel—we must honor God’s Word if we 
would win men to the larger life which is in 
Christ.

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THE CHANCE OF A GENERATION

Just now is a chance for our missionary 
work which will not be repeated perhaps in 
our generation; and whatever we do we 
must do quickly. There are some matters 
which I would like to present for the con- 
sideration of the readers of the HEBALD who 
not fully realized the importance of 
foreign missionary work. 

And first with regard to the work in 
Porto Rico. Within a few days we have 
been able to get prices on some real estate 
in Ponce, where we should have had a 
church long ago. The possible sites are 
right in the heart of the city, and land in 
that location will be a good investment, 
even if nothing is done in the way of erect- 
ing buildings thereon. In his lectures on our 
mission fields the Foreign Mission Secretary 
has often shown stereopticon pictures of the 
preferable location. Thp Porto Rican 
Building Fund has enough money to pur- 
chase a lot probably, but the building fund 
should be increased rapidly, that a build- 
ing may be erected within a few months. The 
character of the building must be determined 
somewhat by the location, and both must be 
determined by the funds provided. About 
seven years ago was our golden opportunity 
in Ponce and the chances afforded to-day 
are the best since that time. Surely we can- 
not afford to wait another seven years. We

The missionaries have found much en- 
couragement in the smaller towns during 
the past year. In some of them permission 
has been received for the erection of little 
buildings which will merely give shelter 


during Christian services, and our mission- 
aries have been told to pick out the finest 
lots they can find as building sites. In a few 
towns the inhabitants have shown a willing- 
ness to help as they are able in constructing 
cheap buildings. even gathering materials 
which were swept out to sea during the 
recent heavy rains. 

Abundant rains have made crop  pros- 
pects splendid. This year’s cane harvest 
will probably be the largest gathered for 
many years. Prosperity seems to be general; 
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and this is an exceedingly opportune time to 
push our missionary work. The Porto 
Rican brethren will assist to the limit of 
their ability. 

Just a further word. The Catholics here 
in the States are being stirred and are 
sending thousands of dollars to Porto Rico 
to bolster up Catholicism. This we learn 
through FE«tension, a Catholic missionary 
magazine. The last issue of that periodical 
contains a pathetic letter from a Sister of St. 
Francis which will probably net several 
thousand for Catholic work in Arecibo. 
Thousands have already been reported and 
sent. A hard fight is just ahead. 

Foregoing are therefore some of the 
reasons why the present is the chance of a 
for Christian work in Porto 
ought to have larger funds to 
the coming year than we have 
ever had. Think what a chance to invest 
some of your money for the Lord!

But in regard to Japan. The latest in- 
formation shows that in one respect we now 
have the opportunity of a generation, and 
perhaps a lifetime. When the Frys went to 
Japan the time they located in 
Utsunomiya because there was a great un- 
occupied fleld in the city and _ province. 
After starting good work in the city, they 
blazed the way in the strategic outly- 
ing towns, laying out the field with true 
foresight. That was several years ago, when 
they hoped to have more missionaries from 
America and more native pastors to use. Our 
tinancial stagnation (almost) has foiled the 
plans. Now along comes a man seeking for a 
field, with the Frys. inquiring 
about towns our mission- 
proposing to 
place men in those centers and 
to push evangelization in them. Immediately 
the permanent pastor, 
all results will go to him, and our mission- 
aries will have to withdraw to less advan- 
tageous places. The one thing that will fore- 
stall such events is a hearty response from 
with missionary funds. 
A few hundred dollars would enable the 
Mission to put men in the outstations not 
now occupied by resident workers. The way 
has been paved for our success in the towns 
mentioned, and good results have already 
reaped; the Girls’ School in Utsu- 
nomiya is now running six Sunday-schools; 
there are twenty-five pupils in the school, 
with more to come in April; an excellent 
Christian woman who lives in this city, but 
was given college training in America, has 
been engaged to render assistance in the 
school; the Utsunomiya chureh is thriving; 
and just now is the opportunity of a genera- 
tion in Tochigi province for the mission of 
the Christians. What an opportunity for 
you to invest x few hundred dollars in 
Christian work! Do you begin to see why 
the Mission Board is asking for increase 
missionary funds? 


Down at Tokyo is our Theological School, 
with enlarged curriculum and outlook. Dr. 
Woodworth is coming home on furlough 
which he has fairly earned. The mission- 
aries must be shifted to make good the de- 
parture.

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their Sendai field. And if about $600 extra 
could be secured another Japanese teacher 
could be put in the School, a man trained in 
this country at Yale University. He is avail- 
able, a friend of Bro. Koshiba. That would 
mean enlargement, you see. 

Up at Sendai is unusual chance for work 
now. The new church building has attract- 
ed a larger Sunday-school than can be 
handled, and pupils have been let go. With 
more money other quarters could be secured 
for accommodation of part of the school, and 
more workers could be paid and put into the 
field. 

These facts are sufficient to show that 
right now is our opportunity in Japan. We 
never have had anything like the present 
chance. And with the thirst of Japanese 
students for education, the favor in which 
missionaries are held as teachers, the above 
facts are sufficient to induce deeper concern 
and larger gifts for our missionary work 
than the brotherhood has ever known. You 
Christian men and women who read this 
are anxious to have your money do the most 
possible good: and here is a chance than 
which you cannot find a better to invest your 
money. Put it directly into the work. Do 
not tie it up in bonds or such things, but 
invest it directly in our missionary work. 
In our generation you will not have a better 
chance. Be one of six to furnish $500 apiece 


toward the great work which we have on 
hand. The work does not look large on 
paper, for the statistics can be expressed 


for the most part in sums of one and two 
figures; but it is a great work in breadth 
and scope, and outlook and undertaking, 
and immediate and ultimate results for the 
Kingdom. 

This is our opportunity for another rea- 
son. Some of our laymen are being reached 
and awakened, and are proposing to do some- 
thing for missions worthy of the laymen. 
Their contribution will be most timely. 

And just now is the time for us to get in- 
to the Laymen’s Missionary Movement, on the 
ground floor, so to speak. It should be 
easier now to arouse our men and enlist 
them than at a later time. We have just 
as good laymen on an average as any church 
has; and they should be looked after and 
given a taste of real Christian missionary 
work, such as men interested in the Move- 
ment are getting. 

Brethren, it is altogether likely that most 
of you will never have such a chance in 
your generation: as is afforded to-day to make 
yourselves count in Christian evangelism 
through your own denomination. And you 
should remember that effectiveness requires 
enlarged investment in behalf of our mis- 
sions. Are you ready to make the invest- 
ment of your lifetime? Do it now!

did this for a purpose—it by no means indicates that he is lacking in appreciation of the spiritual character of the great mission- 
ary enterprise. In this article he sceks to get business men to see the value of missions to the business world, a view-point not 


often taken, and from it he presents an interesting picture, well worthy of attention. 


missions as a high Christian privilege and duty. 


A religious convention nxay as well not be 
held if the spirit which it generates is dis- 
sipated at once. In that case it is a loss of 
energy, a waste of time, and a _ needless 
expenditure of money. If the enthusiasm is 
of the passing hour, it will do no one else 
any good and will leave the enthusiastic 
soul in the condition of a patient whose fever 
is broken. The zeal of the convention that 
cannot be transmuted into action after the 
convention is so much waste, and there is 
nothing to compensate for the wear and tear 
of the machinery. 

How shall the local church carry out the 
plans of the great conventions of the Lay- 
men’s Missionary Movement? This is a 
case where spirit is preserved by expendi- 
ture, and where enthusiasm is maintained 
by application to life. The delegates to a 
convention must be good conductors, or the 
power is of no benefit. Most anything is 
better than an insulated convention delegate. 
If the convention did him any good, no one 
knows it. On returning home, it is his busi- 
ness to picture things as he saw them at the 
convention, and get others to behold the 
same vision, and comprehend the plans to ac- 
complish the purpose of evangelizing the 
world. 


The delegate is in three dangers: He may 
forget that there are other interests than 
the one which has filled his soul: in that 
case he will become narrow. He may be dis- 
couraged with the magnitude of the work 
that rises up before him and sit down in 
indifference: in such a case he_ dies. 
He may grow’ impatient because fellow- 
members of his church do not grasp 
the situation as it has been revealed 
to him by the best platform speakers: 
if so, he becomes soured. No narrow man, 
no dead man, no soured man can serve the 
Lord in the best way. Instead of narrow: 
ness, one must preserve symmetry; instead 
of death, he should maintain an activity of 
life: instead of growing soured, he should 
retain all the sweetness of a Christ-redeemed 
soul. 


The delegate must use good judgment. If 
the pastor remained at home to take care of 
duties, he should be consulted so that the 
two may work in harmony. The chances are 
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Rev. J. M. Philippi 


that the pastor who stayed at home will be 
fully abreast of the layman who is at the 
convention, because it is a part of his busi- 
ness to read the latest events in the progress 
of the kingdom. It is a delegate’s business 
to bring his church to the highest point of 
efficiency. Nothing else is pleasing to God, 
nor should it be satisfactory to the people of 
70d. The great commission to evangelize 
the world was not a suggestion of Jesus 
Christ: it was a command. The same com- 
mand is upon every follower to-day. He is 
an ambassador, standing in the stead of Je- 
sus Christ. Failing to discharge one’s duties 
will lead to a discharge from the post of duty. 
But the delegate is to be a leader in securing 
efficiency. 

Regardless of plans to that end, the effi- 
cient church and the symmetrical church en- 
lists every member in every department of 
its activity. While we cannot deprive a 
member of his personal liberty, the plan so 
often followed of one man paying largely to 
foreign missions and nothing to anything 
else, another paying largely to home missions 
and little to anything else, and a third ex- 
tremely liberal to educational interests and 
illiberal to all things else, does not reveal 
the highest wisdom. Every member enlisted 
in every cause should be the slogan. Proba- 





Do not forget, however, that he believes in 


bly the best plan to reach this result is for 
a competent committee to be appointed in a 
general meeting of the men of the church, 
numbering one for every twenty male mem- 
bers. This committee can be divided into 
two or four sub-committees if thought desir- 
able. When the church building is located on 
cross streets, the two streets divide the ter- 
ritory naturally into four right-angle sec- 
tions, making convenient geographical limits 
for canvassing. Either one of the streets will 
divide the territory into two sections, in case 
the committee is divided in half. After the 
territory is parceled out and the committee- 
men assigned, the next step is work. 


After a public meeting of men, very little 
private explanation is necessary when the 
committee members call upon the members 
of the church for their subscriptions. These 
should go by twos. It will be hard to im- 
prove upon the methods of the Lord when 
he sent forth seventy, two by two. Blanks 
having been prepared for weekly subscription 
pledges, little is to be done except that the 
man sign his name at the bottom and put 
on the blank above how much he will pay 
weekly to missions for the ensuing year. If 
this is strictly foreign missions, the blank 
should say so. If it is divided into home 
and foreign, which plan some churches are 
following, that should be stated clearly. 
Every male member should be seen and the 
plan presented in a clear and definite way. 
A time should be set for the canvass to be 
completed, at which time another general 
meeting of the men should be held, and the 
results announced. Ten chances to one the 
outcome will be so satisfactory that even 
those who signed their names with reluc- 
tance will be filled with spirit. 


But a plan to gather money will not work 
without attention any more than the spirit 
of the convention can be carried to the local 
church without some one to do the carrying. 
If the pledges do not come in weekly, or as 
the promise has been made, those who se- 
cured them should ascertain why and in a 
Christian spirit aid in keeping the promises 
redeemed as they fall due. The doubling of 
mission gifts will mean no hardship. A great 


many church members use tobacco, all of ' 


which money they could put into the Lord’s 
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treasury with honor to the Lord and far 
more benefit to themselves. Nearly all spend 
money needlessly for confections and ice 
cream. True, this is cheering to the con- 
fectioner and the one who makes the cream, 
but enough can be saved from these expendi- 
tures, which benefit neither the body nor the 
mind, to double our gifts to missions and 
still provide a fair profit for the man who 
deals in candies, nuts and sweets. A hun- 
dred per cent. increase in missions will fol- 
low easily in the wake of thoughtful plan- 
ning to that end. Every man should be en- 
listed. If the gospel is worth anything to 
him, he should show it by giving others a 
chance to profit from its privileges. It will 
be worth still more if he aids in passing it 
on. Those who are in the church for popu- 
larity, or business prosperity, may not line 
up with others in this world-wide movement 
unless they see clearly how their own popu- 
larity or pocketbook will benefit. If the man 
who is able to help financially withholds that 
help, we may be certain that he does not 
prize religion at its face value. If the ad- 
vances outlined at the convention are to be 
made and rendered permanent, the delegate 
has something to do. The pastor has some 
work to be performed, and the entire church 


must fall into line with moral and financial 
support. 

As this is the Laymen’s movement, let the 
work be done by laymen and among laymen. 
In one church, after the delegate had spoken 
enthusiastically about the plans and policy 
of the convention, and had told what the 
laymen were able to do and would do if they 
had a chance, he closed by suggesting that 
the Sunday-school shoulder the hundred per 
cent. advance. Certainly, that is running 
the enthusiasm of a convention into an open 
switch. We think better of the laymen than 
that. If our laymen must go to the Sunday- 
school and the Ladies’ Aid to get the money 
which they have promised in the enthusiasm 
of a great meeting, it will mean little to the 
local church, or to the church in general. 
The Laymen’s Missionary Movement pur- 
poses to couple every Christian man to be 
the accomplishment of the task outlined in 
the great commission of Jesus Christ. Not 
a man should be overlooked. Not one should 
shirk duty. Every one, with heart in tune 
with God, with plans as world-wide as the 
gospel, and with life and influence, and purse 
subject to the divine call, should claim the 
privilege granted him of being a co-worker 
with Jesus Christ in the salvation of the 
whole world.

We are entrusted with their care and keep- 
ing for a few days, and then the accounting! 
Do you think He wants to wait until we 
die to get a share of the profits?

Are 
you going to give it to Him? 
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When the day for the regular church offer- 
ing comes, if the pastor isn’t reminded by 
some faithful member (who reads the HER- 
ALD), some forget all about it and the matter 
drags until another meeting, by which time 
it is very likely dragged nearly to death and 
the pastor hesitates to apply a restorative.

Look at 
the western science which has revolution- 
ized Japan. .Take India, and consider that 
array of volumes to be found in most libra- 
ries, The Sacred Books of the East. It was 
the missionary spirit that discovered these 
and those forgotten languages which estab- 
lished the conimon origin of a vast number 
of races. If the missionaries had never 
gained a single convert in Hindostan, still 
for the future of the human race at large 
their achievement was of incalculable value. 


Western nations think they know about 
China. Wait till the missionaries can 
search all the hidden crannies of the Middle 
Kingdom. From the purely secular point of 
view the conversion of one Chinaman or a 
hundred thousand Chinamen is a matter be 
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but that they merely accept that which they 
see to be useful to them. Accepting the gift, 
they despise the giver. They say they want 
knowledge, not religion. 

The classical example is Japan, which af- 
ter investigation by an imperial commission 
that traversed all Christendom reported that 
they found nothing better in the way of 
piety than their own Shintoism. But, at 
that, the missionaries have gained complete 
toleration, something which they had vainly 

. sought in the island empire for five centuries.

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Christianized natives are milder than their 
progenitors. As we understand it,. Chris- 
tianity was not designed to make warriors, 
but to turn warriors into men of peace as far 
as possible.

tween themselves and the God whom they 
ought to worship. But for the world at large 
the question is, What is China to the rest of 
the world? From this mundane point of 
view, it should be obvious that from that 
which has already been received what is yet 
to come in literature, in tradition, in the 
stranger experience of hidden ages and in 
practical matters, must be of value beyond 
present computation. Governments can say 
that they opened China. They forced a way 
for their ships into ports. They protected 
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the opium traffic. They found their way to 
Pekin several times in the course of several 
centuries. But the missionaries braved 
death to get beyond the edge, to reach the ut- 
termost limits of the Empire. They looked 
for souls to save, bodies to cure, but they 
were also alert to everything else they saw. 
The cure of souls and bodies interests liter- 
ally those who feel the profound reality of 
the injunctions: “Bear ye one another’s 
burdens” ; “Go ye into all the world to 
proclaim the good news,’ “We _ preach 
Christ and Him crucified.” But “the chil- 
dren of this world” being “wiser than the 
children of light” have been “slow of heart.” 
Now that coal and minerals and railway 
franchises and all the other elements of 
earthly greatness are seen in profusion, their 
proverbial wisdom shows itself. The mis- 
sionaries find that they, unwittingly, per- 
haps unwillingly, have obeyed the quaint 
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Gospel command, “Make friends with Mam- 
mon.” 

Thus from purely materialistic premises, 
the inference is clear that missions, carried 
on with fear and trembling, amid scenes of 
horror, or torture, of death, martyrdom a 
daily prospect, the gaunt specter of want 
always ready to appear, are yet invariably 
the forebringers of temporal as well as spir- 
itual good. The missionaries may be indif- 
ferent on this economic point. They may 
remember that the Master cared more for the 
single stray sheep than for all the wealth 
safe in the fold; but some practical men do 
not agree. They want results. Now that 
they have results, the missionaries may well 
ask—and no cry from Macedonia either, but 
imperatively—“What are you going to do 
about this? Will you ward off starvation 
while we conquer the rest of the world for 
Christ? You can have the profits. We will 
take the souls for our share.”

Christ had His master passion.

The records of His life reveal the secret. 
His life cannot be understood, unless the 
one desire of His life is understood. Only as 
His master passion is recognized does His 
life appear to rise above the foolish and 
visionary into the sublime and eternal. 

He Himself told us that He came to do 
His Father’s will. What was the will of 
God? 

Was it not love—love striving to mani- 
fest itself in an uplifted and regenerated 
humanity? Christ came to make this possible. 

Repeatedly He reiterates this desire. He 
tells us that He came not to call the right- 
eous but sinners to repentance. At another 
time He stated that the Son of Man had 
come to seek and save: that which was lost. 
He calls Himself the Good Shepherd, and the 


Good Shepherd gives his life for the sheep. 
He calls Himself a door, a door into the 
higher life. A door is for entrance. He pro- 
fesses to be the light of the world. The 
light shines and the darkness is dispelled. 
He tells us that He came in order that men 
might have the more abundant life. His 
very name, Jesus, meant that He was to 
save the people from their sins. 


His life was consistent with His profes- 
sion. He is the world’s greatest soul winner. 

Others might grow weary and rest awhile, 
but He must work while it is called today. 

Once He started into the desert with His 
disciples who were tired of their labors, but 
before the day closed, the vacation was 
turned into an evangelistic campaign in 
which He not only preached to the souls of 
the multitude but also fed their bodies. 

Note His talk 
well. 


to the woman at Jacob’s 
This is a characteristic talk. He led 
her gradually from the known to the un- 
known, from the physical to the spiritual, 
until she too became imbued with His spirit 
and hurried into the city to spread the news. 

The disciples returning found Jesus still at 
the well. They offered Him food, but He 
refused it. His passion for souls of the lost 
had so overwhelmed Him that He forgot 
about His pressing physical needs. 

The second and third temptations after 
His baptism were closely related to this pas- 
sion for the lost. Notice them for a moment. 

The temptation to cast Himself from a 
pinnacle of the temple had force not simply 
that it might demonstrate God’s protection, 
but because it also would present an unan- 
swerable argument to the people, who ex- 
pected their Lord to come suddenly to His 
holy temple. 

The last temptation was a direct appeal to 
His master passion. Satan offered Him all 
the kingdoms of the world for only one mo- 
ment’s worship. He had come to win the 
world, yet His pure soul recoiled at the 
thought of getting it by wrongdoing. 

Hear Him in His good-by talk to His 
disciples in the upper room. The key to 


this talk is the prayer and the key to the 
prayer is the desire for the redemption of the 
world. 


His parting message after His resurrec- 
tion is still concerning the lost. “Go ye.” 
said He, “into all the world and preach the 
gospel.” 

Scores of other examples might be pre- 
sented illustrating the master passion of our 
Lord. Everything about Him seems to in- 
dicate that His entire thought pointed toward 
the lost and we know that He worked in- 
tensely for their uplift. We, on the other 
hand, claim to be His followers and yet mani- 
fest so little of His spirit. 


Paul says if we have not His spirit we are 
none of His. How about it? Are we His? 

I have often wondered why the salvation 
of the lost was the master passion of Christ 
and why God did not will Christ to have 
some other mission! 


Yet such was the will of God and such the 
master passion of our Lord. Why did 
Christ make it His great life work? 

Possibly because of His love for men. He 
loved men. We love some men. He loved 
all men. We love men because of what they 
are. He loved them because of what it is 
possible for them to be. Our love is based 
upon a thousand accidental features, His was 
founded upon the one essential feature that 
men are men, fallen perhaps, sinners possi- 
bly with the image of God almost defaced. 
Nevertheless He loved them with a love 
stronger than death. 


It is not hard for us to love those of our own 
race and nation. But do we love those of 
other races: those who are 
sotted, heathenized? 


degraded, be- 


We claim to believe in Home Mission work 
and not in Foreign. Is such a condition pos- 
sible? Perhaps if we were to analyze our 
thoughts we would find that we do net be 
lieve in true mission work at all, but rather 
in being patriotic. Our missionary activi- 
ties may be merely a species of patriotic en- 
deavors, commendable of course, but not es- 
sentially a manifestation of love for the lost. 
They are not necessarily inspired by the 
spirit of Christ. 


Christ’s intimate knowledge of God re- 
vealed to Him more fully than to any one 
else what it meant to be lost, filling Him 
with infinite sorrow and sympathy. Only as 
men draw near to the loving Father do they 
receive the fullness of this knowledge. 


Life savers upon the ocean are willing to 
brave dangers of the storm in order that 
they might save the shipwrecked who other- 
wise would be drowned. What are we will- 
ing to do for the millions, who being ignorant 
of God through no fault of their own, are 
making shipwreck of their souls? 

. Are we deeply concerned over the question? 
If we loved men more and knew God better 
would we not be inspired to greater activity? 

The master passion of Christ was to find 
all who were away from God. His last com- 
mand was that we too should join in the 
search.. Do we intend to do our best? 

We know what His spirit is. If we have 
it not we are none of His. This is a plain 
declaration of the word of God and it should 
cause us to search our hearts diligently. 
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Woman and the Evangelization of the World

Dr. Richard Storrs said many years ago: 
“The introduction of the feminine life and 
heart into missionary work brings in the 
force that fires and intensifies its onward 
progress.” 

One need but glance over the history of the 
world to learn what God’s revelation in Je 
sus Christ means to woman, formerly a thing 
of use, bought and sold like the brute, man’s 
amusement and burden-bearer, “a something 
better than his dog, a little dearer than his 
horse.” 

The coming of the Divine-human, “The 
highest, holiest manhood dispelled the black- 
est darkness to her and revealed ‘The ever- 
lasting Light.’” Although it has taken cen- 
turies to overcome the prejudice and habits 
of thought concerning her ability and rights 
in relation to life, her development has been 
marvelous where the gospel has been estab- 
lished: where Jesus Christ is not known, her 
condition is still degrading, she is still in 
bondage to the vilest customs and legisla- 
tion. 

The tenderness and compassion of Jesus, 
His wisdom and purity while He lived and 
taught among men, appealed to a sense in 
her soul of which she had not been aware 
that deepened and heightened it and the les- 
sons taught for her special help, as that im- 
parted to the woman that came to draw 
water at Jacob’s well, while He waited on 
His journey. As He looked with pitying 
courage into her penitent eyes, He opened 
up the higher possibilities of character to 
all women of every age and all conditions. 
His commendation of the woman’s act in His 
anointing with the very precious ointment 
mingled with her tears of gratitude, has 
been convincing testimony the world over, 
where the Gospel has been preached, that 
woman was included in the plan of salvation 
in personal blessing and responsibility to 
others, for He said to the guest with Him 
in Simon’s house: “Wheresoever the gos- 
pel shall be preached throughout the whole 
world, that also which this woman hath 
done shall be spoken of for a memorial of 
her.” Down all the nineteen centuries the 
strains of this victorious anthem have stimu- 
lated woman to high and holy deeds! 

The precious companionship between the 
Master and the women, Martha and Mary at 
Bethany, gives woman assurance that she 
may approach Him, and God through Him, 
in her own weak, sinful state for redemption 
and peace, without the aid of priest or bishop 
—without human help claim the promise. 
“If ye abide in me and my words abide in 
you, ye shall ask what ye will and it shall 
be done unto you.” 

When the morning of the long, dark night 
of His passion was breaking, hastening with 
hushed voice and softest tread the way to 
the tomb where slept their Lord, the women 
murmured, “Who shall roll us away the 
stone?’ They found it rolled away and 
gazed with wondering love upon Him, alive 
from the dead. “Last at the cross and first 
at the sepulcher.” In His resurrection, wo- 
man’s ability was broadened and her purpose 
sanctified. He gave them commandment: 


“Go tell my brethren that they depart into 
Galilee, there shall they see Me.” 

In that sacred trust—the message of joy— 
“Christ is Risen!” Woman was glorified! 
Since that hour her holiest aim has been to 
carry the message, the truth, the light, the 
Life—Jesus Christ. He lives and has se- 
cured Eternal Life to all who will come to 
Him. The Apostles began their preaching 
at Jerusalem. In the home city, woman’s 
message from Christ is first preached to her 
dear ones about the hearth of home, the in- 
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ner-circle, and in her community her love 
and sympathy, quiet dignity and helpfulness 
are a civic blessing and tower of strength, and 
when personal effort fails to comfort the 
suffering and reform the wandering, in “The 
Secret of the Divine Presence by mighty faith 
she moves the Arm that moves the universe.” 

Forgetfulness of self is the atmosphere of 
the woman devoted to Christ; she gives her- 
self to her family in whatsoever things are 
true, whatsoever things are honest, whatso- 
ever things are just, whatsoever things are 
pure, whatsoever things are lovely, whatso- 
ever things are of good report. This is the 
message received from Christ in the gray of 
the dawning when he took His life again 
from the dead. 

In woman’s work for the world she has 
been opposed, commanded “back as weak 
and incompetent,” but she has pressed her 
Way and by the intensity of-her love and 
faith, consecrated men to tasks greater than 
could have been approached by cold reason- 
ing; inspired by her suggestion and sympathy 
they have braved danger, revealed the won- 
ders of science, and amazed the world by 
their discovery. She has come to the front 
in every progressive movement of the last 
century, and more and more her counsel is 
sought and her judgment respected. She 
has gained a notable place in literature and 
in art, and distinguished herself in scien- 





tific research. From her heart has gone out 
the holy enthusiasm, the deep yearning for 
the accomplishing of righteous results with- 
out which there can be no heroic self-sac- 
rificing worker for God. 

There is no argument opposed to the em- 
phatic assertion that the intellectual and 
moral plane to which woman has attained 
is through the Christian religion. Only in 
Gospel lands can be found the general de- 
velopment of woman. All we have of 
strength, of sweetness, of peace and of pow- 
er as women, is the result direct of Chris- 
tianity. Is it not reasonable that we, the wo- 
men of Christian nations see to it that all 
the women in the whole world know of Christ 
our Savior, and share our advantages? What 
returns do we make for all our gifts if we 
withhold it from them? How can we re- 
tain and advance in knowledge and purity 
and happiness if we fritter away ability in 
useless pleasure and pursue trivial thought. 

The heathen mother may sell her daughter 
to a life of-shame to procure material ease 
for herself, but the Christian mother will 
protect her daughter’s honor though she per- 
ish from hunger and cold. As Rispah of old 
stood with arm raised, clasping the fatal 
club from break of day to darkness, through 
tempest shock and heat, to strike down the 
foul bird of prey that would tear the muti- 
lated body of her sons, so the Christian 
mother will fix her own body between her 
sons and danger, though wasted by disease 
and age, counting not her life dear, for their 
sake. 

Kipling tells in his own impassioned way 
the story of the mother-sacrifice :— 


If I were hanged on the highest hill, 
Mother o’ mine, O mother o’ mine; 

I know whose love would follow me still. 
Mother o’ mine, O mother o’ mine. 


If I were drowned in the deepest sea, 
Mother o’ mine, O mother o’ mine! 
I know whose tears would come down to 
me, 
Mother o’ mine, O mother o’ mine! 


If I were damned of body and soul, 
Mother o’ mine, O mother o’ mine! 
I know whose prayers would make me 
whole, 
Mother o’ mine, O mother o’ mine! 

What the Christ who has done so much 
for us wants, my dear Sisters, is that we 
put the force of education, wealth, beauty 
of face, grace of manners, the culture gained 
from travel, from music and painting, from 
social enjoyment and the health and physi- 
cal power of hard mental and physical toil, 
into the mighty and united effort of enlight- 
ening and rescuing the women of heathen 
lands. If the same enthusiasm which we 
put into selfish undertakings, if the sympathy 
of the soul which perhaps is dying within 
us could reach out and grasp some poor, lone, 
dark-minded one of our sisters who never 
heard of rest in Jesus, what a thrill of joy 
would reflect from her into the soul in rich 
reward. God wants our enthusiasm, our 
sympathy, our burning, passionate love in 
this effort for the unsaved of heathen mis- 
sion fields today. He wants the compelling 
influence of the mother-heart, “I will not 
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let thee go.”” He wants those sleepless strug- 
gles in prayer when all the forces of the 
being seem crushed and the heart is bleed- 
ing at every pore, when in spirit we go with 
the missionary in the field, in some of his 
terrible conflicts with unbelief, all powerless 
to meet it—out into his Gethsemane, and 
pour out eur agony for souls! When we, at 
home, become so baptized with the Spirit of 
Jesus, for the women of Japan, Porto Rico, 
and all unsaved women, we shall save our 
money and send it away with earnest faith- 
lifting prayer and shall see larger ingather- 
ing in our fields of missionary work. Bishop 
Thoburn said, “Christian liberality stops 
short of the highest when it leads to no 
self-denial.” It is a lamentable fact that the 
financial obstacle is the hardest to overcome 
of any in the progress of missionary work 
today, yet all the reservoirs of wealth are 
open to the church. Christendom handles 
the money of the world! 

My dear Sisters, our work in Japan and 
Porto Rico, needs greatly the help which 
money can supply, symipathy, prayers, earn- 
est longings—and these insure sacrifice and 
generous support of the work for which we 


pray—prayer is not prayer which does not 
reach our financial responsibility. The work 
in our Missionary fields needs more minis- 
ters, more teachers—and helpers to establish 
new preaching stations and Sunday-schools, 
to build churches and schoolhouses. Our 
Girls’ High School at Utsunomiya should be 
better housed and equipped ; all this requires 
means, and besides this there are other fields 
calling to us for help—fields that are white 
ready for the harvest. 


The Mission Board has requested the Wo- 
man’s Board for Foreign Missions, to raise 
much more money this year than it has ever 
raised before. The work requires it and we 
ought to do it, we must do it. Are you 
ready to add one-third more to your offerings 
than you have given? Are you prepared to 
make a self-denying effort to raise the $4,000 
needed as the women’s part of the $18,000? 
I am very sure you will try, and if we all 
try in the Master’s name, we shall succeed. 
and shall go up to the Quadrennial Conven- 
tion in October with rejoicing, prepared to 
do more by large measure in time to come 
and see our work advancing for God and 
humanity. 





The Missionary Touch

We were three days out, on the Atlantic. 
So far as I knew, no communication with 
shore had been exchanged since we left port. 
The deck-steward, not yet familiar with the 
faces of many of the hundreds of passengers 
who crowded the deck on this tranquil sum- 
mer’s day, was making the rounds of boat, 
calling out for Miss B—— for whom he had 
a telegram. I took it that this telegram had 
been delivered to our steamer on the eve of 
sailing, but had been three days in finding 
Miss B , and I was secretly censuring 
the officials of the vessel for neglect of duty. 
My presumption was as far wrong as my 
secret criticism was unjust. It was a wire: 
less message from a friend of Miss B "3 
on another ocean steamer, which we were 
passing some three hundred miles to the 
south, and the message was less than an 
hour old. This was the first wireless mes- 
sage I had seen, and it made an unusual im- 
pression. Miss B—— and her friend had 
touched each other in a mysterious, invisible 
manner, yet the touch was real and as pal- 








pable as if these two friends had been face 


to face. 


Nor does it seem that these wireless tele- 
grams are the only mysterious messages that 
come to us out of the viewless air. There 
appears to be a quickening touch, a spirit- 
like message that comes to every alert soul 
in a Christian land. You have felt it, and I 
have felt it. The Christian world has felt 
it: but the Pagan world has not felt it. It is 
the touch of the Lord. It is the missionary 
touch, and it is flooding the heathen world 
with light. It is that spiritual touch, which, 
coming through the missionary as an 
agency, breaks the shackles of sin and sets 
the imprisoned powers of human souls in a 
Pagan world free. It was this touch en- 
lightening Israel, the chosen people, that 


made them in their day the greatest relig- 
ious teachers among men, and hence, the 
greatest benefacters of the race, until the 
dawn of Christianity. And it is this same 
spiritual touch that has made the Christian 
nations the head servants in the household 
of the world in our own generation. 


Of old, this touch, as of a live coal off the 
altar of God, came through the patriarchs 
and prophets and priests, until the latter so 
prostituted their office that the articulation 
through them became inaudible, impercepti- 
ble, and the world seemed doomed. Then 
another way was provided and the divine 
message came clear, perfectly articulated 
and plain through one Jesus, afterwards, and 
even yet more than ever, taken to be the 
Christ, a carpenter’s son, reared in a little 
out-of-the-way village in Galilee. This was 
the most vital missionary touch the world 
has ever had, although His point of contact 
with the world at large was through a mere 
handful of the great multitudes who actual- 
ly saw Him and heard Him, and yet that 
touch was as a healing balm for a sin-strick- 
en world. 

This spiritual world whence emanates this 
mysterious spiritual message, the missionary 
touch, although none of us have ever seen or 
perceived with any of the senses of the phys- 
ical man, yet all of us have caught glimpses 
of it, seems to be cursed with some sort of 
malady that strikes blind, deafens, and stops 
up all other senses of every soul in the 
world. And we are told that this universal 
malady is sin, and we are told further that 
it stealthily got into this spiritual world 
through two human souls and constantly 
spread like any other invisible, deadly conta- 
gion. Whether you care to be interested 
in the story in past ages, you are likely, 
sooner or later, to have some vital business 
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with this malady in your own soul, for it is 
as impossible to take hold of the two poles 
of an electrical machine and, with the cur- 
rent turned on, not to understand that there 
is some sort of mysterious deadly power in 
the thing you have hold of, as it is for a soul 
to lay hold on life and not understand that 
it is surcharged with an even more mysteri- 
ous deadly power called “sin.” As in the 
electric machine, only a touch may break 
the spell of the power called the “current,” 
so through the vital touch of that mysterious 
power represented by the Christ and His 
commissioned representatives in the world, 
the spell and power of sin in the soul is 
broken and the spirit is set free. We are 
told by the great Teacher that it is knowl- 
edge of the truth that works this happy bat 
strange liberating effect over the power and 
custody of sin. He said, “Ye shall know the 
truth and the truth shall make you free.” 

The Christian Church is a part of Chris- 
tian America. Christian America is trying 
to communicate the mission touch to a world 
of sin. The articulation is not perfect and 
the message weak. The Laymen’s Mission- 
ary Movement for foreign missions, and other 
special efforts in scores of denominations 
are all working to the end that this mission- 
ary touch through Christian America may be 
more perfect in articulation, clear in enun- 
ciation, authoritative in tone—as even with 
the authority of the Master himself. Let 
the message ring clear through the Christian 
Church of America. Through prayer let the 
Spirit have power, and with money let the 
message be sent.

ACCEPTABLE PREACHING 

Good preaching first of all means some- 
thing worth saying, then the message well 
delivered. It matters little how well a thing 
is said if what is said is not worth hearing. 
Not many men can preach interestingly and 
acceptably without careful preparation. Good 
preachers make diligent, prayerful conscien- 
tious preparation for the pulpit ministrations. 
They are good preachers because they give 
earnest attention to sermon building. They 
enter the pulpit with a clear conception of 
the subject to be presented. They do not 
depend on the inspiration of the moment to 
carry them through, to give them a message 
which they have not tried to develop by medi- 
tation and prayer. 

Most people in these days know the differ- 
ence between a carefully wrought out mes- 
sage and a mere flow of words without edge 
or anchorage or definite path or fixed goal. 

Manner of delivery means much, but the 
main thing is, to have something to deliver. 
The place for sermonizing is in the “study,” 
not in the pulpit. To expect the Lord to give 
a message in the pulpit when there has been 
needless and careless failure on the part of 
the preacher to prepare a sermon is asking 
too much of the Lord. One who neglects pul- 
pit preparation has little, if any, right to ask 
the Lord to “fill his mouth” when he has an- 
nounced his text to an eager, expectant, in- 
telligent congregation. The preacher must 
study and pray to fill his mind and warm 
his heart if he would have the Lord fill his 
mouth and send him upper unction, without 
which the preacher is but as sounding brass 
and a tinkling cymbal.—Evangelical Messen- 
ger. 
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Opportunities for Service in our Japan Wor 





These are 50,123,437 in number; that is, 
each man, woman and child in Japan is a 
very precious opportunity for telling anew 
the old story of Jesus and the Kingdom. 
One does not have to look for opportunities ; 
he is simply bewildered by the vastness of 
them. The question is not “How can I 
tind «a place and an opportunity to preach 
the Gospel?” but, “How can I, out of so 
many opportunities, make the wisest choice, 
up to the limit of my time and strength?” 


If any one feels hemmed in, in his Chris- 
tian work at home; if he regrets that his 
work is unnecessarily overlapping work that 
others are trying to do; if it is a source of 
embarrassment that his town already is over 
churched; that his church is just one too 
many, proportionately to the population; if 
he longs for the opportunity to present the 
Gospel to people who have not other ways 
of hearing it; if he wants to be where his 
life and work will count 
for the most, because in 
the place of greatest need 
nnd freest opportunity, 
then let him come to Japan 
or any other mission field. 
There he may have a_ par- 
ish just as wide as his 
strength and time will ad- 
mit—and call it all his own. 
llere he may build not on 
another man’s foundation, 
but he may have the joy 
of being absolutely — the 
first messenger of God to 
tell the New ‘Testament 
story to waiting souls; 
here he may have the joy 
of the gardener who plants 
his seed in the ground, and 
cares for it, and waters it. 
and sees it growing daily 
and at last expanding into 
a beautiful flower, knowing 
that under God, he has been 
the sole human instrument 
in the growth: only his joy 
will be the more intense 
as the soul of the man is 
more than the plant. and 
its ultimate 
into the Kingdom immeas- 
urably more than the _ blos- 
soming out of the beautiful flower. 

The jinrikisha man who acts as his horse 
when he rides the eighteen miles from the 
railroad to Ishinomaki church—he is one of 
the opportunities; the seat mate in the 
crowded third-class railroad car, he will 
want to know what book you are reading 
and will listen while you read from the 
words of John 3:16. Probably before you 
leave him he will have purchased one of the 
two-and-a-half-cent Testaments you always 
earry with you. The green grocer who 
comes to your back door with uneatable veg- 
etables will listen to a few well-chosen words 
while you are looking over his goods; the 
high school students, anxious to hear 
you talk English by way of helping out 
their own English pronunciation, will come

to your English Bible Classes (and this is a 
work which can begin the very day one lands 
in the country); your neighbor with whom 
you want to be on friendly terms will be 
glad to come into your home to see what 
it is like—and will carry away a well-chosen 
tract or two; the official with whom you 
must often come into relationship will listen 
politely to a few appropriate words about 
your work and aims. Anywhere, everywhere 
one finds a wealth of opportunity, and if dis- 
creet he can be constantly dropping the 
seeds of the Kingdom everywhere he goes. 

Or if one feels that in giving for religious 
work he is ofttimes giving where his gift 
is more for adornment than actual service, 
if others have already given for the same 
purpose to such an extent that his own gift 
does net find and meet a crying need, then 
let him also look to the mission field. The 


unoccupied territory is so vast—the souls 
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Ilere, then, is an opportunity for those who 
have the money and wish to put it where, 
with a minimum of expense, it will do a 
imuXximum of good, building both for time 
nnd for eternity. 

If the missionary has that invaluable as- 
set—the power to interest the child—then 
there is probably no greater opportunity in 
all the world for building for eternity than 
that which the children of mission Jands 
afford. Here are not only souls to be saved, 
but lives to be lived; lives that have wrapped 
up in them as in a chrysalis the possibilities 
of so shaping 2nd controling in the coming 
decades the destinies of their nation as to 
lead it into a highly-developed Christian 
life. ere is the opportunity for the mis- 
sionary to so aid in the unfolding of the 
beautiful life within that chrysalis that 
when it breaks—and the child expands into 
the man or the woman it will be to take a 
place that will count, and count large for 
righteousness in private and civic life. Here, 
in the child, is virgin soil, and when some 
reader of these words gives his gift in the 
coming Foreign Mission offering, let him

that have never yet heard the Gospel are 
so many, that one’s gift can find an imme- 
diate and a needy place to bear fruit. It is 
not true that a large percentage of mission 
funds goes into administration expenses. It 
is true that some money goes into that chan- 
nel. It costs something for the Mission 
Board to meet; it costs something to se- 
cure the services of our administrative offi- 
cers. But it doesn’t cost any more for the 
Board and its officers to “administrate” for- 
ty or fifty thousand dollars than fifteen 
thousand, except postage on the additional 
receipts the treasurer must send the donors. 
and the paltry one-half cent on the dollar 
which it costs to send the money to the 
foreign field. 


gather joy in the fact that it will make it 
possible to develop the child life—perhaps 
to carry on one more Sunday-school, in Ja- 
pan or Porto Rico, and thus bring the chil- 
dren into the Kingdom. Those children are 
not, like ours of Christian lands, taught of 
Jesus and His message in their homes. They 
have absolutely no Christian influence thrown 
about them, and it may be that your en- 
larged offering will make it possible for the 
missionary to penetrate just a little farther 
into the interior, and gather one more group 
of children (who but for your offering might 
never hear the Gospel) and lead them to 
Christ. 


Another opportunity lies in the Girls’ 
Schools.

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It has seemed to me for a long time that 
Japan’s greatest need is a strong Christian 
influence in the home. And to this end I 
have made the remark several times to Amer- 
ican audiences that had I money to invest 
for the Father's work—I should consider it 
a wise thing to invest it in Christian Girls’ 
Schools in non-Christian lands. Rev. J. G. 
Dunlop, writing in “The Japan Evangelist” 
for December 09, says that while with the 
American the age of greatest susceptibility 
to religion is from sixteen to twenty, “in Ja- 
pan the susceptible age is after twenty be- 
cause up to twenty years of age the young 
people are still studying or working at or 
near home. Later, in the college age, they 
have to leave home for a year, sometimes 
two or three years at a time, and it is then 
first that the truth can get at them. In 
fact, in most cases, the fisher of men, if he 
is to catch the Japanese, has to catch them 
away from home. It is not universally so, 
but I venture to estimate that nine out of 
ten of our Christians have been converted 
at a distance from the home restraints.” 


This is probably an over-estimate—but it 
yet remains true that the chief place for 
molding Christian character is in the home. 
If it be true that “the hand that rocks the 
cradle rules the world” then it is highly im- 
portant that the hand be the hand of one 
whose heart beats with heaven-born impuls- 
es, true to the great Master of men. And 
this is where the chief value of Mission 
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Girls’ Schools is found. To my mind it is 
the only excuse for Mission Girls’ Schools, 
but it is one freighted with eternal possibil- 
ities. Out of these Christian Girls’ Schools 
are to go the makers of that home influence 
that will do more than any other human 
agency in holding the next generation in 
fellowship with Jesus Christ. 


The missionary has vast opportunities with 
the students in Government Boys’ Schools, 
If he lives in a town where is located a Mid- 
dle School (which is quite likely to be the 
case) he may exert his Christian influence 
over large numbers of them, and find them 
responsive. 

But it is difficult to find a stopping place 
for a paper of this kind. There is no end 
to the opportunities for Christian service in 
Japan. 

Because the need is gredt, because mil- 
lions and tens of millions of the people have 
not yet heard the Gospel, and because there 
are no restrictions from preaching the Gos- 
pel when and where one pleases, the work 
is fascinating. 

The call is a call to unlimited opportuni- 
ty—opportunities that will give one ample 
room to do his level best—the opportunity 
to ally himself with a young and struggling 
cause that needs his help and needs it badly. 
and grow up with it—the opportunity to co- 
operate with Jesus Christ out where sacri- 
fice is real—and the blessings abundant.

MR. D. M. McCULLOUGH, TROY, OHIO 
The New President of the Board of Trus- 
tees of Defiance College 

D. M. McCullough, who was elected Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees of Defiance 
College, February 14, to succeed the late 
Judge Sutphen, was born in Christiansburg, 





Champaign County, Ohio, in 1851. He was 
the son of devout Christian parents, George 
and Amanda McCullough, and a nephew of 
the Rev. Peter McCullough, known through- 
out the Christian Chureh. His early school- 
ing was in his native town until he went 
to Antioch College and entered upon a regu- 
lar course there, which he was not permitted 
to finish on account of failing health. While 
there he did thorough work and was noted 
for industry, courage and ability. These 
traits have characterized his future life. Dr. 
J. B. Weston, the venerable President of 
the Christian Biblical Institute, was one of 
his instructors at Antioch. 

After leaving college Mr. McCullough en- 
tered upon a business career which has con- 
tinued until the present: first, as a clerk in 
a general store at New Carlisle, Ohio, then 
upon the request of his employer he accom- 
panied him to a larger business in Dayton; 
then he accepted a position as a clerk in 
Troy, Ohio, where in 1875 he was able to 
purchase a controlling interest in the busi- 
ness which is now known as the D. M. Mc- 
Cullough & Co. Wholesale and Retail Gro- 
ecery. Mr. McCullough was Vice-President 
of the Troy National Bank for twenty years. 
He now has interests in two or three banks; 
has been a member of the City Lecture 
Course Committee for several years and 
gives his influence to those institutions and 
enterprises which make for the civic and 
righteous tone of a community. 

He became a Christian in childhood and 
united with the Christians in the Lost Creek 
chureh near his home where his parents 
were honored and faithful members. Through 
all these years he has taken a deep interest 
in the Christian Church and its enterprises. 
He is now Treasurer of the Christian Pub- 
lishing Association. He is a member of the 
Troy Christian church and has been trustee 
and President of the Official Board for years. 
He is a faithful and active member of the 
church with a deep and personal interest in 
all its departments as is shown both by his 
presence and generous support. During the 
pastorate of the writer the Troy church 
erected a beautiful $40,000 church home and 
he was chairman of the building committee 
and spared neither time, money, nor service 
in its erection. He generously donated the 
beautiful pipe organ for the same and gave 
several thousands of dollars in addition. He 
is interested in missions, education, and is 
loved by the church. 

A few years ago he became interested in 
Defiance College and two years ago was 
elected as a member of the Board of Trus- 
tees. He saw the possibilities of the college 
for large Christian usefulness and with his 
accustomed foresight and energy became a loy- 
al and devoted friend. He is constantly look- 
ing out for new students and without osten- 
tation has helped several to attend the insti- 
tution. The Board of Trustees made no mis- 
take in making him President of the Board 
for he is a man of splendid judgment, high 
ideals, with a deep sense of honor, sterling 
worth, with a modest and kindly spirit, and 
the friends of the college will never find 
their confidence misplaced. He is a splendid 
business man and the interests of the col- 
lege will have a progressive yet conservative 
officer in Mr. McCullough.

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Wiping Off Boundary Lines

Why have boundary lines to divide the 
work of the Lord? There may be many 
reasons for them when we consider the con- 
venience of those who are directing the work, 
but in our thought, work, prayers and giving 
why do we draw the line and say, “I will 
help here, but not there, I will give money 
for this locality, but not for that?” As 
Christian men and women, interested in the 
extension of our Lord’s kingdom, we should 
have a vision that could not be limited by 
seas, color of skins, languages or any other 
elements or features that distinguish the 
creatures of our common Father. 


Foreign missions as a part of church work, 
has been handed down to us and will prob- 
ably be passed on by us to others, but coun- 
tries are being so closely drawn together 
that we can hardlly think of one as being 
foreign to another. We are so closely re- 
lated one to another that we become, in the 
truest sense, citizens of the earth and not 
of some little part of it, set off by imaginary 
boundary lines. In our thoughts it should 
be world-wide evangelization rather than 
home and foreign missions; it should be the 
establishing and extending of our Lord’s 
kingdom rather than so much for Christian 
education, so much for pastor’s salary, so 
niuch for some hospital, ete. In our actual 
giving we shall probably feel that we must 
look over the field and be governed by our 
means and the needs as they are revealed to 
us, but in our thoughts there should be no 
line drawn with a view to helping here and 
neglecting another place that has an equal 
or greater need. 


We are finite and it is difficult for us to rise 
above the conditions in which we live to get 
a vision from God's viewpoint. While we 
are here with our eyes on things temporal 
and material it will be difficult for us to 
see the place we occupy as God sees it. From 
the heavens we are known as citizens of the 
earth and not as citizens in our little part 
of it. Milton speaks of a spirit descending 
from the heavenly courts to “this dim spot 
which men call earth,” and then refers to 
men as being ‘‘confined and pestered in this 
pinfold here.’ We should not be satisfied 
to live, in our thoughts, on a part of a spot, 
or in one little section of a pinfold. Let us 
get a view of the earth from God’s view- 
point and see that we are citizens of the 
earth and that our devotions and citizenship 
are not to be confined to the little enclosure 
in which we move. 


Thinking of our citizenship as being of the 
earth it is necessary for us to recognize -as 
fellow-citizens all peoples of the earth. We 
are too quick to draw the line around us and 
say that only those who are very much like 
us may enter and become a part of our de- 
votion and care. Suppose the mother should 
say to the new-born babe, “I will own you 
because your hair is light and your skin is 
very fair,’ and then later when another babe 
is born, say, “I will cast you out because 
your hair and skin are dark!” It would be 
unnatural. Mothers do not do such things, 


and, further, the two children grow up to- 
gether and manifest always that spirit of 
love and devotion that only children of the 
same parents can manifest. For some cause 
a part of our Father's children have 
black skins, others have yellow, some have 
brown and others white. Having lived under 
different conditions some dress in one man- 
ner and some in another. Being separated 
many centuries one part will speak one lan- 
guage, another part will use another tongue, 
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and still another will have another method 
of expressing its thoughts. But why should 
these things keep us apart in our thought 
and interest for one another? Why should 
a difference of feature and dress shut us 
up in our little shell and make us say, by 
our actions at least, that those who are un- 
like us are not of us and we will have noth- 
ing to do with them? Whoever is a creature 
of my Father is my brother, and I have had 
no special message from heaven giving me 
the privilege of bestowing all my thought 
and means on one part of the brotherhood 
to the exclusion and neglect of all others. 


We should not be content with anything 
less than the greatest good for the greatest 
number. The uplift of China and the en- 
lightenment of Africa will result in the ad- 
vancement of America. We cannot rise in 
manhood and the cause of our Christ while 
we knowingly neglect the welfare of those 
in other lands. He who endeavors to rise 
over the ignorance and superstition of others 
will ultimately fall. The peoples of the 
world are slowly but most surely finding a 
common level. If there are those who are 
not as far advanced as we. and we do not 
lift them up, they will surely drag us down. 
The intercourse in business, politics, and 
education between nations cannot long per- 
mit us to remain in distinct thought, prin- 
ciple and religion. If we do not want to be 
lowered from the position we occupy in 
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thought, in principle and religion, it is in- 
cumbent on us to bring those who are less 
fortunate than we to the privileges and relig- 
ion we enjoy and love. 

At this season of the year we, as a church, 
are to deal with the problem of lifting a 
small portion of the vast multitude in dark- 
ness to the larger liberty and light as it is 
in Christ. Call it foreign missions if you 
must; but remember that it is simply a part 
of our effort to evangélize the world. 


While there is no special virtue in $18,000 
it is a very good thing to have a goal in view 
and work to it. If we will but recognize 
the importance of this occasion, and endeav- 
or to get a vision of our responsibility in 
bringing the message of honor, manhood and 
love, aS manifested by the Christ to the 
earth, we shall certainly be able to make our 
good brother Morrill and his counselors 
heartily ashamed of themselves for asking 
for the small sum of $18,000 for the glorious 
work of evangelizing the world. 


Let us rise in the strength of our privilege 
and position as citizens of the world to do 
the part our strength permits us to do in 
bringing to a larger liberty for service and 
honor those who today are held down to 
the earth because of ignorance and supersti- 
tion.

The school is doing thorough work. The 
attendance has been very good, considering 
local and general conditions. The teachers

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are of the highest type and their effective- 
ness is apparent to any one visiting the school. 
The building is in good condition through- 
out, nearly all of the $800 spent this year 
being used for permanent improvement. 
More students and more money from the 
homes of our own people in Kansas and ad- 
joining states are needed to make the college 
succeed, and to strengthen our cause as a 
church. These, we believe, will be forth- 
coming. We feel sure that our people were 
never more interested in the school than at 
present, and we anticipate the strongest sup- 
port for next year that has ever been given. 
Nevertheless, the present condition needs 
and deserves substantial help from without. 
The work for this year has been hampered 
somewhat by our failure to secure a man 
for the work of Field Secretary. Next year 
must be more effective than this. But it 
cannot be made so if we meet it with a bur- 
den of indebtedness. Perhaps you intended 
to give $10 or more for this year and have 
neglected to do so. If so, do not put it off 
any longer, but give or send the money to 
the secretary at once.

HOW MANY? 


If we could measure our possibilities for 
hastening the coming of the kingdom of our 
Lord, would we not find ourselves entertain- 
ing a spirit of hope hitherto unknown? Per- 
haps one great reason why we are plodders 
instead of runners is because of our persist- 
ent denial of the reasonableness of a repe- 
tition of Pentecost. If we did more 
patient waiting before God, we _ should 
see some of the things He desires to 
show us. Jesus said His disciples should 
be witnesses. The testimony must be given 
nearby, first—in Jerusalem. But of course 
the good things concerning which they would 
bear testimony, were good for others as well 
as the inhabitants of Jerusalem. Better in- 
clude Judea. But if good for Judea, why 
should Samaria be denied? It must not; the 
Master includes Samaria, and then adds “the 
uttermost parts of the earth.” How far 
have you gone as a witness? Have you 
planned to be an active member of a group 
of witnesses who are determined that no 
one in your own town or city shall be with- 
out the testimony you have to give? And 
what then? Have you definitely planned to 
be a part of the evangelizing force of your 
own conference? Somehow you can make 
yourself felt in every parish in that confer- 
ence. No, you may not be able to visit every 
church; but you certainly may pray for 
each one, and send an occasional letter of 
inquiry to see if your prayers are being an- 
swered as you expected; or if God is doing 
better for them than you had dared to hope. 
Your conference is Judea. 

Do you watch with prayerful interest re- 
ports from neighboring conferences? They 
are your Samaria. Have you talked with 
God and your associates about possible plans 
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second floor. This will cost one hundred 
dollars. Because the money was not avail- 
able for that purpose the second floor had to 
be vacated, except for dormitory purposes. 
This means no small loss. To give up the 
recitation rooms makes it inconvenient; but 
to lose the use of the library, one of the 
most attractive rooms in the building as 
well as one of the most helpful to the stu- 
dents is really serious.

for reaching more effectually the unsearched 
portions of the earth? 

The impetus given to the movement for 
world-wide witnessing by your effort may be 
the very thing which shall eventually accom- 
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plish the work. How many witnesses of 
this sort can we count on? 

The Laymen’s Movement has done much 
toward arousing popular interest in missions, 
and it is this very movement which suggests 
the line of thought here presented. 

There are probably 35,000 men enrolled 
as members of Christian churches. Jf these 
men became interested witnesses, the very 
first year of their awakening interest would 
witness their giving not less than $200,000. 
If 3,500 are really interested, may we not 
expect $20,000 from them? Any one really 
interested will not care to have his name 


published, but I should like to see how many 
men can be enrolled as giving not less than 
50 cents per month for foreign missions. 
Send in your pledge on a post card to sec- 
retary Morrill, and give through your church 


treasurer. Why can we not enroll at least 
5,000 men? Suppose we put it something 
like this: Ohio 1,110; Ind. 880; N. C. 465; 


- Va. 415; Ill. 400; N. Y. 280; Penn. 240; 


Iowa 175; Ky. 155; Mass. 115; Maine, 95; 
Ala. 85; N. J. 75; Ont. 65; N. H. 60; Mich. 
55; Wis. 40; Mo. 40; Ga. 35; Kan. 35; W. 
Va. 25; Vt. 20; N. D. 5; Wash. 5. This 
list makes an aggregate of 4,875. None of 
our colored conferences are included, and 
neither Porto Rico nor Japan. If the rest 
of us get our full quota, I feel quite confi- 
dent those not included in the foregoing 
list will make up the remaining 125. For 
the sake of getting a start that will inspire 
new hope all along the line, suppose we begin 
at once the work of enrolling all the men 
in our own State or province we can reach. 
It is to be hoped some one can be secured 
in each State to look after the matter. Of 
one thing I feel pretty sure: 

If any State in the Union dares to under- 
take and carry this thing through, our On- 
tario brethren will be right after us. They 
will get their 65 pledges (and make the 
collections) so quickly that some of our peo- 
ple on this side will wonder how it was 
done. As you know our reports are not very 
complete; but such as were available I 
have used in compiling the above table, 
and I think if any one will take the trouble 
to examine it carefully, he will find it a 
pretty equitable distribution. 

I shall make a try for Massachusetts, and 
if any one desires to accept a challenge to 
turn in the quota for his own State before 
the old Bay State is heard from, let me 
hear from him. Whatever number of days 
elapse between now and the time you receive 
your Christian Missionary should be allowed 
you as additional time, for I expect to 
start at once. 

Should any one secure pledges from ladies, 
let them be kept in a separate list and be re- 
ported separately. This is “for men only.”

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Some Other Phases of the Subject

The subject is the financial support of our 
Foreign Missionary work. The Foreign Mis- 
sionary Secretary has issued the regular 


“call.” coupled with an appeal for the March ° 


offering. This call has been published in 
the HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY and the Chris- 
tian Missionary, and in circular form, ac- 
companied with other literature including re- 
mittance blanks and an addressed return en- 
velope of the Mission Troasurer in which to 
remit the offering, and has been mailed to 
the pastors and clerks of our churches. 

As to the progress and opportunities of 
the work on the fields, and its imperative 
n-eds that call for enlarged offerings, I need 
not add to what the Secretary has already 
laid before our people. The additional phases 
or points to which I would call attention 
in this article, are the following: 

1. It will he a time-saving accommodation 
to the Treasurer if, in remitting the offering, 
his blanks which have been sent out are 
used. But in case no blank has been re 
ceived, why, then, send in any form so as to 
get the offering to the treasurer; only be 
careful to write distinctly the local name of 
the church, the amount and object for which 
the offering is designed, and the name and 
vddress of the sender, or to whom the receipt 
is to be mailed. 


2. I wish to ask, even to urge, that dur- 
ing March, at least, the offerings be sent in 
to the treasury as soon as taken—the next 
day if at all practicable. Sometimes there 
is a delay of weeks in sending in. When 
this is so it is usually in order that other 
persons may be seen, and pledges already 
made may be collected. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances I would recommend that this be 
done. certainly every one should be given a 
very definite opportunity to contribute. Then 
why not recommend the delay for the same 
purpose now, because of the great present 
need for funds during this last week of 
February and through March? We are now 
about seven months from the last annual col- 
lection period. While there are some re- 
ceipts almost every day. yet for several 
months the receipts have by no means 
equaled the expenses of the work. We have 
been under the necessity just recently of bor- 
rowing two thousand dollars, on which we 
have to pay interest in advance, in order to 
make payments that were pressing up to 
the beginning of February. Sixteen hun- 
dred dollars are absolutely needed now in or- 
der to meet the February payments for the 
workers and the work in Japan and Porto 
Rico, and to meet the furlough expenses of 
the home-coming of Prof. Woodworth and 
family. These present pressing needs, and 
our great desire to avoid, if possible, further 
borrowing of money and paying of interest to 
the bank. are the reasons why we urge that 
funds from the “collections”’—or other funds 
which friends of the cause may now have on 
hand, or may feel moved to contribute—be 
sent in just as soon as possible. Of course 
churches that on the day set to take the 
offering failed to reach all their constituents, 
or to fully meet their obligation or their op- 
portunity, as they may see it, can then take 


a 


all the time needed to make it up, and send 
in the second time as an “addition” to their 
offering. 

3. In addition to the annual church offer- 
ings. we still plead for frequent and generous 
personal offerings. The word generous here 
does not neeessarily imply one hundred or 
one thousand dollar offerings. A ten or 
twenty dollar offering may be as generous 
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for some as would be one hundred or one 
thousand from some others. The term gen- 
erous, in this connection, may not mean the 
number of dollars contributed so much as the 
number of dollars left after the contributing. 

There are persons here and there who are 
interested in the Christians and in their 
missionary work that from their residence 
isolation, or from other causes cannot well 
contribute through a church collection. This 
class can secure the blessing and do the good 
that comes of contributing to this cause, by 
sending direct to the Mission Treasurer, who 
will receipt for the same. 

Then there are those who are able to con- 
tribute, and some who do contribute, in larg- 
er amounts than they feel would be either 
just to themselves or to the church to have 
go through the one annual “church collec- 
tion.” While this class should lead and gen- 
erously help and encourage in the church 
offering, they can supplement this with just 
as large and frequent personal offerings as 
the needs of the cause may call for and their 
circumstances may justify. 

4. The Annuity Plan. There are those, 
especially some aged people, to whom this 
plan ought, and often does, appeal. The 
plan briefly stated is this: Brother A has 
money that he would like to go to the cause 
of missions when he is through with life, but 
he needs the income of it to help out in his 
support. He invests it with the Mission 
Board. and receives the Board’s bond for a 
semi-annual interest—the rate of interest is 
governed by the age of the annuitant—dur- 
ing his natural life. The investment is 
made: no taxes to pay on it; no insurance 
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to renew: no shrinkage or decline in its 
value. And brother A. has the satisfaction 
of knowing that his money has been set to 
work at once in the cause of saving souls 
und the extension of our Lord’s Kingdom, 
and at the same time the interest on his in- 
vestment is made sure to him during his 
natural life. which is as long as he can need 
it or use it. Literature on the plan, to those 
who may feel personally interested, furn- 
ished on application. 

God’s Spirit is moving upon the church to 
give the gospel unto the world as perhaps 
never before. Will I, will you, follow the 
light and obey the leading to a larger obedi- 
ence of service and sacrifice with Christ for 
the salvation of men? Will we do it this 
year, this month, today? Next year, next 
month, even, tomorrow, it may be too late, 
for “who kxoweth what a day may bring 
forth? What he saith unto you—do it.”

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DR. MORRELL’S REPORT OF THE 
LAYMEN’S MOVEMENT 


The Crescent News of Defiance, O., in a 
recent issue, Says: 


“Sunday evening at the union services 
which were held at the St. Paul’s Methodist 
church, Dr. Morrell gave a report of the con- 
vention of the Laymen’s Missionary Move- 
ment which was held January 25 to 27 at 
Dayton, Ohio. 

“The main meetings of the Convention 
were held in the Memorial Hall. There were 
sixteen hundred men at one meeting, enthus- 
iastic, anxious to plan and work for the 
cause. 

“The idea of this movement is to evangel- 
ize the world in this generation. 


This Laymen’s Missionary Movement is 
bigger than any one denomination: it con- 
stitutes all denominations, At the conven- 
tion, 500 churches from forty-seven counties 
were represented and all the various denomi- 
nations. 

“The Convention was called for the pur- 
pose of perfecting an organization for the 
purpose of investigation, agitation and or- 
ganization, to make a sane campaign for 
the evangelization of the world. The move- 
ment is a definite step forward for the com- 
munity. Its object is greater than revivals; 
it is to uplift men and nations. 

“The work was started because of a sense 
of inadequacy of the work which is being 
done by the churches, and from a sense of 
inadequacy of the interest manifested in mis- 
sionary work. 

“The movement is not another society; it 
is merely a promoting agency. It handles 
no funds not even to equip missions. It is 
not a theological propositiOn ; it is not a per- 
petrator of theological dogmas. It is simply 
for the purpose of giving every man in the 
world a chance for evangelization. 

“Several Laymen’s Missionary Leagues 
have been formed in the city recently. and 
the movement is fast becoming a_ world- 
wide movement. as its organizers wished it 
to be. 


“At the conclusion of the lecture, Dr. Mor- 
rell made a plea for funds to equip native 
missionaries in any of the dark countries. 


“Mr. Charles H. Kettenring headed the 
subscription list and in less than fifteen min- 
utes $50 was procured for the movement.”

One Successful Way of Doing It

One plan capable of being successful- 
ly worked is worth a half-dozen in theory. 
Memorial Christian Temple, Norfolk, Va., 
has a successful plan for raising missionary 
money and keeping the church in touch with 
missionary work at home and abroad. In 
the first place there is a general Missionary 
Society composed of men, women and chil- 
dren of the church holding monthly mission- 
ary meetings in the main auditorium on the 
fourth Sunday evening of each month at the 
time for regular worship. At this service an 
enthusiastic presentation of missions is made 
by pastor, or by some outside speaker and oc- 
casionally members of the society render a 
program. No one complains because this 
service takes the hour for regular preaching. 
Bach adult member of this society pays ten 
cents per month dues. Children under twelve 
years pay five cents per month. 

Then at each meeting of the Sunday-school 
there is an offering made for missions. Two 
envelopes are passed in each class. In one 
is placed the mission offering and in the other 
the Sunday-school offering. The amounts 
contributed are about equal. In this way 
every pupil is reminded every Sunday of 
his obligation to help evangelize the world, 
and has a systematic method of contributing 
to the work. Money is going into missionary 
treasury weekly and the raising of mission- 
ary money is not spasmodic or dependent 
upon the uncertainties of an offering on 
Children’s Day. This church sent Rey. J. 
G. Bishop a check for $273.00 last week, 
about one-third of its annual offering for the 
extension of Christ’s kingdom in the world. 

At each missionary meeting, cards are 
passed through the audience to be signed by 
any one desiring to join the society. New 
members are added at each meeting. As an- 
other means of disseminating knowledge, 
much is made of the missionary topic in the 
Christian Endeavor prayer-meeting. Copies 
of the Christian Missionary are made avail- 
able and the reading of this helpful magazine 
enables the membership of the church to 
keep in touch with our home and foreign 
fields. - 

By these simple methods this church does 
much when compared with other churches in 
the cause of missions.

THE SITUATION AT GRISWOLD, IOWA 


For several months there has been consid- 
erable disturbance over the matter of the 
attempted union between the Christian and 
the Presbyterian churches at Griswold, Iowa. 
Neither church was satisfied, and the result 
is, instead of two churches, we now have 
three, viz.: Christian, Presbyterian and the 
United Churches. It is a queer union when 
two churches attempt to unite and yet make 
three, as in this instance. That sort of 
union we deplore, as bringing no good to the 
cause of Christ. 

Below we give two statements bearing on 
the Griswold church union situation. The 


first is from the Griswold American as fol- 
lows: 

The religious meetings that have been in 
progress in the opera house in this place for 
a couple of weeks closed Thursday of last 
week. Rev. Henderson, of Atlantic, had 
charge of these meetings. They were under 
the auspices of what will be known in Gris- 
wold, as the United Church. The attendance 
at all these services was large, the hall be- 
ing filled at every meeting. The new church 
can now be said to be organized. During the 
last nights of the meeting upwards of one 
hundred people placed their names on the 
membership rolls. Many of these were peo- 
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ple who had never before been members of 
any church organization. The promoters of 
this new organization contemplate building 
a house of worship in the near future. If 
the plans now in view are carried out this 
new church will be a modern structure and 
up-to-date in every particular. The people 
who are back of this organization can build 
any kind of a church they wish. They have 
the wealth. 

In justice to the Presbyterian and the 
Christian church people, the American de- 
sires to correct a statement that has been 
published broadcast, which is that these two 
organizations have merged with the new or- 
ganization. While it is a fact that a con- 
siderable number of the former members of 
the Presbyterian church and the Christian 
church have gone into this new organization 
there has been no such a thing as a merger 
of these two church organizations with this 
new movement. The Presbyterian church is 
still here and will remain. A stated pastor 
will soon be here to take charge of the work. 
Concerning the Christian church we are in- 
formed that the church will be rebuilt as 
soon as the weather will permit as a pastor 
will be here to take charge of the work there. 


The second statement is from Brother A. 
J. Wright of the Christian church, as fol- 
lows:

Mr. EpIToR: 

It seems now that it is time that the gen- 
eral public should know the truth of the 
tenacious tactics taken to compel the uniting 
of two bodies, Presbyterians and Christian 
church people. As it has been wrongly stat- 
ed in the Atlantic Evening News, of Febru- 
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ary 4, 1910, the public ought to have truth- 
ful news and when mistakes have been made 
corrections should follow. The Presbyterian 
body is doing a godly and spirited work 
and the Christian body is still quite alive 
and it is only the seceders from these bodies, 
along with a few outside adherents that 
have finally united and called themselves the 
United Church. We have been in the united 
efforts differently stationed as it progressed 
along its different lines from “Alpha and 
Omega,”and know its inner and outer work- 
ings. However we only care to correct such 
errors as are sweepingly stated in the -\f- 
lantic Evening News.—A. J. WRIGHT.

FAITH AND GROWTH 


There is a very intimate relation between 
personal faith in divine things, and one’s 
spiritual growth. A Christian of but little 
faith has but little growth of spiritual life 
Such a person may be very active in relig- 
ious affairs; he may be prominent in church 
work ; he may be regarded as being a leader 
among his fellow-Christians; and yet he re- 
mains small in spiritual character and power, 
simply because of the smallness of his faith. 
One cannot be a great Christian without 
great faith. This fact has confirmation in 
the history of the great spiritual leaders of 
all past ages. The greatest men of Old Testa- 
ment times were great in their faith toward 
God, and toward all of His revelations to 
them and to mankind. They led the people 
of little faith. They were the guides of the 
weak and stumbling ones, and those men at 
tained their greatness by a process of growth 
in faith. 

They did not quibble about God’s Word. 
They did not indulge in doubts concerning 
the wonderful works of God. No miracle 
was too great for their faith. They believed 
the most mysterious miracles as readily as 
they believed the occurrences of the most or- 
dinary events. This is why they grew so rap- 
idly and strongly. 

Their faith kept growing, and therefore, 
they kept growing in spiritual strength and 
spiritual character. This truth is a momen- 
tousone. Remember that it is not alone one’s 
reading of the Bible that produces growth 
of mind and growth of life. Such reading is 
essential; but the greater question is, is the 
reading accompanied by a wholesome and 
most hearty faith in God and in the Bible? 
Without such faith, one may read and study 
the Bible during a whole lifetime, and yet 
not have a particle of real spiritual growth. 

This has been true of thousands of pro- 
fessors of religion. They are never growing 
well, because they are not believing well. 
They may be growing in Bible knowledge, 
but they are not growing a whit in spiritual 
life and power, and because of a lack of 
faith.

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AN OPEN CHALLENGE

Can the world be brought under the imme- 
diate influence of the Christian religion? 

Can it be done in this century? 

Are you willing and ready as a professed 
follower of Jesus Christ to do your part? 

These three questions, like so many steps, 
lead at once into the great power house of 
one’s being. They together challenge our 
faith, incite to activity, and seek to place 
responsibility. The Christian is not only 
put on the defensive, but is bound up by 
the aggressive spirit of his time and place. 
“Stand still and see the salvation of God” 
has been taken literally by too many of 
Christ’s followers. They have lost the bless- 
ing, and like Samson have been shorn of 
their strength, simply “standing still,” when 
all the while it was their blessed privilege 
to grasp the hand of God in the long and 
threatening march of the Red Sea. We are 
to be workers with Him, not loafers or 
boarders. It is all very well for one to pray 
that they may become very devout—devo- 
tion is good—but divorced from judgment is 
dangerous and separated from activity is 
valueless. The soul must become as a flame 
of fire, the spirit quickened, and the hands 
trained for service. The only real evidence 
of a man’s sincerity in his profession is that 
he is willing to toil and sacrifice. Our re- 
ligion—our Christ—will triumph in propor- 
tion to what we are and do. The world will 
be influenced to the same degree that we are 
influenced by Jesus Christ. A religion—an 
organization—a system—can only be judged 
by that which it produces and maintains. If 
the Christian religion has produced the best 
civilizations—made the most happy homes, 
and created the cleanest moral tone and at- 
mosphere—then it has an appeal. All relig- 
ions—all churches—all sermons that do not 
embody an appeal are as sounding brass, or 
tinkling cymbal. 

It is a fact that the most powerful influ- 
ence over any people is their religion. There 
is no sacrifice too great, and no measure 
too drastic but can have a following if it 
be in the name of religion. Man is natural- 
ly religious and can always find an antece- 
dent or affinity outside himself for every 
whim he may have. The burden and re- 
sponsibility come in the making of an intelli- 
gent and wise choice. 

Religion has incited holy wars, prompted 
long pilgrimages, subdued kingdoms, rav- 
ished nations, conquered the people and 
left devastation in its trail. All of this has 
been done in the name of religion and 
claimed the support of the one true God. 
The idol and claim set up everywheré has 
been—God wills it. The religion of Moham- 
med had for its symbol the sword—its meth- 
ods uncompromising—its commands absolute. 
It has always had the strength and support 
of a sympathetic government. In the face 
of all this it has utterly failed to produce a 
civilization worthy of the name. Its devo- 


tees have been reduced to beggary and the 

countries of its activities undeveloped. 
Confucius, four hundred and fifty years be- 

fore Christ, unfurled before the world a se- 





ries of moral precepts, that were high and 
lofty. However, they applied to man’s pres- 
ent, but gave no promise of his future. The 
results in China are apparent—millions 
thirsting for knowledge and crying for the 
bread of life. The country chained to a de 
cayed past and the people seeking peace and 
satisfaction of mind and heart at the graves 
of their ancestors. 

The old Egyptiafii and Assyrian religions 
have long since heard the death knell and 
are buried beneath their own debris. Bud- 
dhism, Taoism and Rationalism in India are 
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feeling the power of the modern printing 
press, the missionary and the invasion of 
Christian nations. The old religions are 
bound to go down and give place to better 
things. 

The religion of Jesus Christ has always 
hid behind the Cross. Sacrifice has been its 
motto. It has called out the best that was 
in man and caused the nations to rejoice. 
Its methods have been devotional and educa- 
tional, a rare combination of the head and 
heart. The scarlet thread runs from the be- 
ginning to the end, and is bound to meet the 
upturned gaze of the anxious multitudes. 
It has a mighty appeal in these results. No 
need has been left unsupplied and no good 
deed unrewarded. Indeed, it is a wonderful 
religion—because its Founder and Builder 
was mighty and wonderful. 


No other religion has such an appeal—no 
other can measure sucb results. It requires 
an absolute surrender, but in no way de- 
stroys the individuality of the seeker. It is 
good for all peoples and as broad as the 
world. As to the possibility of making the 
religion of Jesus Christ a world-wide relig- 
ion there need be no doubt. It is not an ex- 
periment, for nineteen centuries it has been 
tried and the more intense the fire, the great- 
er the results. 

But when is this to be done? When we get 
through playing at religion and be religious? 
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When we-come to understand that Christ 
with us is a life—a spirit—and not a spas- 
modic effort; or something to be put on and 
taken off as we would a cloak? In that day 
Christians shall learn that what we 
are and what we have belongs to God and 
that missions is not charity, but a Christian 
duty and privilege. Privilege is a so much 
larger term than duty. 

When used in relation to the Kingdom, 
God is not limited to time or space. The 
world can be evangelized and that speedily, 
if we make up our minds to do it. Three 
quarters of the wealth of the world is in the 
hands of Christians, We read that the un- 
profitable servant was afraid and went and 
hid his Lord’s money. The store houses of 
Egypt had to be unlocked before the hungry 
crowd was fed. If professed Christians real- 
ly believed that a soul was lost without 
Christ—and could be saved only through 
Christ, the world would be brought to Him 
in the next twenty-five years. We need a 
conviction upon some of the great funda- 
mentals. The emptiness of the profession at- 
tracts great attention sometimes, because it 
rattles so loud, but the multitudes tarry 
longest by the cart that is loaded with fruit. 

Christian missions need men and women 
who are willing to give their lives for a prin- 
ciple. Individual work for individuals should 
be the method of procedure. But many will 
say to speak with an individual about his 
personal salvation is such an embarrassing 
duty—I am not sure of my ability for this 
work—I am doubtful. Too many have lost 
their commission as soul winners, and need 
to go into the Holy of Holies to speak with 
the Most High. 

The salvation of the world depends upon 
an individual effort. Everybody working, 
and all working together. We as a people 
are about to have an Annual Missionary fit! 
How long before we realize that to do mis- 
sion work we must live a perpetual syste- 
matic missionary life. Giving regularly, so 
much each day or week, just as we expect 
for the kind heavenly Father to give us our 
daily bread. There should be a _ sacrifice 
once and for all time; a purse opened to the 
will of God—the glad message sent through- 
out the earth. As an individual will you do 
it? 


THE OLD ANVIL

Infidels have so often “refuted” the claims 
of the Bible to be the Word of God, and have 
so many times presented what they have 
seemed to think was the “last word,” the 
unanswerable argument, against the Chris- 
tian religion, that we are forcibly reminded 
of the conclusion of Johnson’s “Rasselas” 
in which “nothing is concluded.” H. L. Hast- 
ings said that the Bible is like a cube of 
granite. It has been “ovethrown” time and 
again, but it is always right side up. It is 
a book that seems to thrive upon attack, 
end the men who criticise it are, as a rule, 
soon forgotten. It has been referred to as 
“the old anvil” that stands fast when all the 
hammers are worn out. 

Christianity has had powerful enemies 
through the centuries, who varied greatly in 
their methods of attacking it. Emperors 
tried to destroy it by putting to death those 
who believed in Christ, and acute critics tried 
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to disprove the claims of Christianity to be 
divine. Julian, Emperor of Rome, in order 
to disprove the prophetic character of 
Christ’s utterances, resolved to rebuild the 
temple at Jerusalem and re-establish the 
Jews in their ancient home, the Old ‘Besta- 
ment prophets and our Lord foretelling the 
dispersion of the Jewish people. Christ de- 
clared that they were to be carried captive 
into all nations and Jerusalem be trodden 
down of the Gentiles, until the times of the 
Gentiles be fulfilled. With all the power and 


wealth of the Roman empire behind 
him, and with the Jews zealous in the 
work, Julian’s effort was unsuccessful. 


Writers of his time assert that his 
plans were frustrated by apparent mir- 
acle, balls of fire interfering with the 
workmen; but whether we accept this 
explanation or not, there can be no doubt 
that Julian made the attempt to rebuild the 
temple Lut failed to carry out his purpose. 
All through the ages the Christian religion 
has met with worldly forces arrayed against 
it, even in the centuries when it was su-

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preme, its professed friends living in direct 
opposition to its teachings and in a manner 
to bring it into contempt, one would think, 
in many thinking minds who did not have 
the opportunity to learn what the Bible really 
taught. But the Book has lived through the 
dark ages, turning those dark times into days 
of light when men came to read and study it 
and taught the masses of the people the 
truth. 

The savants who accompanied Napoleon 
Bonaparte to Egypt believed that their re- 
searches amid the ruins of that land would 
disprove the Old Testament history. Instead, 
they began a work that has formed one of 
the most important departments of Chris- 
tian evidences, the discoveries in Egypt and 
other Oriental countries overwhelmingly 
showing that the Bible history is true. 

To-day the critics abound, but more people 
love Christ than ever before, and the old 
Book is going into new fields to turn the 
darkness of heathenism to light. It is the 
old anvil. The critics fail to disprove it. 
Their efforts will do no more to uphold it 
than of the critics of past generations.

Tribute to the late 


Richard H. Sutphen for Trusteeship 


I am very sure every one profoundly re- 
grets the circumstances which make it nec- 
essary to call this mid-year trustee meeting. 
In the death of Judge Sutphen we have lost 
a treasured friend, an untiring and unselfish 
co-worker, and an official who enjoyed the 
unbounded confidence of the citizenship of the 
city of Defiance, Northwestern Ohio, and the 
brotherhood of the Christian denomination. 
It is impossible to place an adequate esti- 
mate upon the value of the influence which 
he wielded for the institution. The magni- 
tude of his work cannot be measured by the 
few fleeting years he was president of our 
board of trustees. He did more in that brief 
time than is possible for some of us to do in 
a score of years. When he was made presi- 
dent of the board the school was small, al- 
most to the point of insignificance, and the 
outlook was most discouraging. Very few 
men of his financial standing, his social posi- 
tion, his opportunity for leisure and travel, 
would have assumed a position that was 
fraught with such daily annoyances, a con- 
tinued sense of responsibility, and confronted 
with the solution of the most perplexing 
problems. But Judge Sutphen was a man of 
high ideals. These ideals and beliefs im- 
pelled him unconsciously to live and give 
himself, his time and money to the best 
things and the best institutions of his coun- 
try. Consequently for seven years he gave 
himself incessantly and unselfishly to Defi- 
ance College. To the institution he was 
among the truest of its true. No word of un- 
just criticism could be offered upon the in- 
stitution, its management, faculty, or the de- 
nomination which it is trying to serve, with- 
out resentment from him. 

We all realize that our beloved president 
was a man of unusual executive ability and 
absolutely safe business policy. Each year 
his especial qualifications for trusteeship and 


the presidency of the board became more and 
more manifest. 

But he is not to be remembered alone on 
account of his business qualifications. We 
shall always think of him on account of his 
compelling, dominating, and chastening so- 
cial qualities. To those of us who knew him 
best he will ever live in our hearts as a true 
generous, loyal friend, rather than as an ex- 
ecutive. He loved appreciative friends. He 
was a man of the people and a friend of all 
classes. It was his gracious, considerate, 
and courteous friendship that made friends 
for the institution of the many visitors who 
came to the college from time to time. 

We must not forget his high sense of honor 
which was of so great value to the institu- 
tion. He was always determined that no 
word or act of his should ever embarrass or 
discredit the college. The dignity and honor 
of the college was as sacred to him as 
that of himself. In fact during the last years 
of his life he became such an integral and 
vital part of the institution that he looked 
upon himself as the responsible guardian of 
all its interests. 

But Judge Sutphen is gone. The vital 
question to-day is, how can we organize the 
board so as to most effectually and efficiently 
carry forward his work. When the an- 
nouncement of his death was received, I 
presume you all asked, “Who is the man 
who is great enough and unselfish enough to 
fill his place?” No doubt the answer came, 
because of his many and symmetrical quali- 
fications it will take more than one man to 
do his work and perform his duties. Then 
came the question, “Who are the men who 
ean fill his place and do his work?’ The 
All-wise Providence always helps to answer 
these great questions and provides for the 
carrying forward of every noble work. 

The question has been answered. The men 


are provided and are present who, I believe, 
are especially qualified and called to take up 
the work of Judge Sutphen. In view of this 
fact I take the liberty of doing what I have 
never done before during my administration 
—and that is, making a recommendation as 
to the re-organization of the board. After 
giving the matter thorough consideration I 
would recommend that Mr. D. M. McCul- 
lough be made president of the board. He 
is a broad-minded, consecrated, Christian gen- 
tleman, who thoroughly believes in the high 
ideals of the institution. For many years he 
has been actively interested in Christian and 
philanthropic work. Every worthy enter- 
prise of his own city, church, and denomina- 
tion has been the recipient of his beneficence. 
He is a keen business man, has administra- 
tive and executive ability, and has made a 
success of his own business affairs. At this 
time he is a director in the Troy National 
Bank and manages the McCullough Whole- 
sale and Retail Grocery. 

Again he has demonstrated that he is truly 
interested, loyal to the work, generous to- 
ward the various college enterprises, and in 
brief, “has an eye single to the glory of De- 
fiance College.” 

Furthermore I would recommend that Mr. 
Richard Sutphen be made president of the 
executive board. No man is in closer touch 
with the institution and so well understands 
the policy of his father which meant so much 
to the work. His interest was continuously 
manifested during his father’s administra- 
tion. His counsel and advice were asked for 
before undertaking any new work or im- 
portant enterprise. He has been the legal 
adviser to the institution for seven years 
and has réndered valuable service gratuitous- 
ly week by week. Already he has taken up 
his father’s work in a spirit of reverence and 
devotion that has been most impressive and 
inspiring to me. It is self-evident that he 
has a true sense of responsibility and will do 
his work with the same unselfish, generous, 
and loyal spirit that characterized his fath- 
er. His business experience especially qual- 
ifies him for this position. For a number of 
years he has been one of the directors of the 
Defiance Building and Loan Association, one 
of the most successful business institutions 
of this city, and he has had much to do with 
the making of its loans and the investment of 
its funds. He is also counsel for the Mer- 
chant’s National Bank, prosecuting attorney, 
and holds other positions of honor and trust. 
He is progressive, yet conservative. Every 
friend of the institution can rest assured 
that any investment of funds made under 
his direction will be absolutely safe, also 
that the policy will be to avoid debt.

A WONDERFUL CHAIN OF 
THOUGHT 


Thought is a most important element in 


BIBLE 


human life—it is one of the essentials of 
human existence. If you can, for a moment 
contemplate existence without thought, and 
you get a picture of the blankest thing in the 
world. This may give us some conception 
of the value of thought in human life. 

Of course, the value of thought depends 
on the ability and character of the thinker, 
and this makes it most important to get the 
thought of the greatest mind on any sub- 
ject. The thoughtful man recognizes God as 
the greatest thinker, and when he wants to 
know the truth on a given line of thought, it 
is sufficient if he may but find out what God 
thinks about it. To-day I am inviting you 
to a feast of thought—I wish you to study 
with me a chain of God’s thought on one sub- 
ject, as it runs from Psalms to Revelation. 
like a mighty river running from the hills of 
the Northwest to the Gulf of Mexico, pour- 
ing out what it has gathered as it comes the 
long journey. We will take as our theme 
the leading thought in the last command of 
Jesus, given directly to His own disciples. 
We begin with— 

“Ask of me, and I shall give thee the 
heathen for thine inheritance, and the ut- 
termost parts of the earth for thy posses- 
sion.”’—Psa. 2: 8. 

From time immemorial the one great pur- 
pose of God has been and still is to bring 
man back to life and righteousness in Christ. 
Hence long before Jesus came in the flesh, 
God was telling His people of His plans, and 
one was this—they were to ask of Him pow- 
er to save the lost world, and He said He 
would give them the heathen for an in- 
heritance. The promise is still ours. We are 
to ask, and God is to give. That means that 
we are to ask in faith. Is the Church do- 
ing that? Are we really asking for the sal- 
vation of the world? Are we, just simply 
asking in real earnest? 

“All the ends of the world shall remem- 
ber and turn unto the Lord; and all the 
kindreds of the nations shall worship be- 
fore thee.”—Psa.

WATCH THIS DEPARTMENT FOR AN- 
NOUNCEMENTS CONCERNING 
THE CONVENTION 

Some of the Commissions are beginning 
work and are showing great interest in the 
subjects they have to consider. Dr. Deni- 
son, chairman of the Commission on Mis- 
sions, had a request in this department two 
weeks ago, which should be heeded by every 
member of the Commission. 

Judge Whitelock, chairman of the Commis- 
sion on Publishing, has the names of the 
commissioners printed on his envelopes, and 
by written letter is asking each member of 
the Commission to send him suggestions 
concerning the subject not later than the 15th 
of March. All indications at present point 
toward a thorough investigation of the sub- 
jects assigned to the Commissions. 
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THE COMMISSIONS 

It has been pointed out that some names 
are duplicated on the various commissions 
which fact may be accounted for by the way 
the members were chosen. 

The Executive Board felt that it would be 
a fair way to allow each member to write at 
least three names for each Commission and 


, those named by more than one member of the 


Board were elected to membership. After 
this had been done each Commission was 
earefully revised, but even then all the du- 
plication was not eliminated. 

The Board did not consider sections so 
much as men who had given thought to the 
subject to be considered. We found that we 
had men enough to make each and every 
Commission several times larger than they 
are, but for the sake of convenience and con- 
sideration the size of each Commission, was 
deemed sufficiently large. 

The personnel of the Commission on Finance 
has also been pointed out, which personnel 
may be explained by the fact that after very 
mature deliberation by the Board, it was 
deemed wise to appoint the members of the 
Executive Board on that Commission. The 
Board, not as such, but the men composing 
the Board and for the reason that the Board 
has to do with the finances of the Convention. 

The Executive Board also appointed a 
committee consisting of J. F. Burnett, M. T. 
Morrill and O. W. Powers to formulate a 
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letter of instruction and advice to the vari- 
ous commissions and also to co-operate with 
them in securing information or in render- 
ing any assistance that may be desired. 

The following detter was prepared by the 
committee and mailed to each member of the 
various Commissions and in lots of ten or 
more to each chairman. 


The Executive Board of the American 
Christian Convention in preparing the pro- 
gram for the session to be held at Albany, 
New York, beginning October 13, 1910, de 
cided to ask several groups of brethren to 
make careful study of the following sub- 
jects: Missions, Education, Publications, 
Sunday-schools, Christian Endeavor, Inter- 
denominational relations, Denominational or- 
ganization and Finance. These groups, or 
“Commissions,” are requested to begin work 
as soon as possible and to make diligent in- 
quiry into the existing conditions among our 
people touching these subjects, and to present 
to the Convention their findings and conclu- 
sions that the Convention may have as far 
as possible the result of the study and inves- 
tigation of groups of men rather than of a 
single individual. It is hoped in this way 
to contribute to the intelligent study and dis- 
cussion of the actual conditions of our field, 
and to present recommendations for improve- 
ment in all departments of our work which 
may commend themselves to the entire broth- 
erhood. 

These findings and conclusions are not to 
take the place of the reports of the various 
officers of the Convention, which will be sub- 
mitted in the usual manner, nor of the re- 
ports of committees which may be appointed 
by the Convention. But the officers are also 
asked to act as members of the commissions, 
and are invited to contribute what they are 
able to the special study of the themes. They 
may of course use their pleasure as to sub- 
mitting recommendations apart from those 
contained in the reports of the commissions. 
The commissions will not necessarily take the 
place of the usual committees raised by the 
Convention itself, unless upon assembling, 
the Convention chooses to recognize them, or 
such members of them as may be present, 
with others named at the time, as such com- 
mittees. 

The Executive Board also appointed a 
committee consisting of J. F. Burnett, M. 
T. Morrill and O. W. Powers to formulate 
a letter of instruction and advice to the vari- 
ous commissions and also to co-operate with 
them in securing information or in rendering 
any assistance that may be desired. The 
committee, therefore, would kindly suggest 
that a’s a method of working the following 
be observed : 

1. The Chairman of the commission will 
secure from his associates, through corre- 
spondence, as full a statement of conditions 
and needs as possible, with suggestions as to 
the treatment of the theme or themes. 

2. The Chairman will combine these into 
a single document, using his own judgment 
as to including any matter furnished. 

8. He will then submit the paper to his 
associates for further suggestions. 

4. The final revision will be made by the 
Chairman. If he wishes to submit to the 
commission more than once, he may do so. 


5. The Chairman and members should un- 
derstand that they are not conined to the 
members of the commission as sources of in- 
formation and suggestions. The purpose is 
to cause this study to take as wide a range 
as possible. 

6. If any members feel that they cannot 
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endorse the report in its final form, they 
should have the privilege of stating their ob- 
jections, and these statements should ac- 
company the reports. 

The above suggestions are submitted with 
a view to facilitating the work of the com- 
missions, but each chairman is expected to 
do the work in the way best calculated to 
secure the results desired. 

All reasonable expenses for postage, cir- 
cularizing, etc., will be borne by the Conven- 
tion, and it is suggested that these reports 
be submitted in printed form.

Two Mighty Works—Matt. 8: 23-34 
REV. E, A. WATKINS, A. M. 

GOLDEN TEexT—What manner of man is this, 
— the winds and the sea obey him? Matt. 
Time 

The time of this lesson cannot be definite- 
ly fixed, but we could say approximately, 
some two or three months after the preach- 
ing of the Sermon on the Mount, or in 
the autumn of A. D., 28. 


Approach to Lesson 


Study carefully the record of these two 
events in Mark 4:35, 5:20, and Luke 8: 22- 
39. Call attention to the variation in the 
three narratives. Study from some good 
Harmony of the Gospels the three narratives 
and harmonize the seeming contradictions,

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Make plain to the class that there are no 
real contradictions. 
Review 

Have class review carefully last lesson. 
Have them express opinions as to whether 
Christianity is responsible for disease to- 
day. What has it done to eliminate it? 
Mention some specific instances. What 
place have modern discoveries and research 
in medical science and surgery in the Gos- 
pel? What are their relations? 


Geographical Background 
Study on the map and point out to the 
class the location of the Sea of Galilee, the 
condition of the surrounding country, which 
would make possible such a storm as in 
to-day’s lesson, the location of Capernaum 
and Gadara, the place of the Gadarenes. 


Historical Background 


In the days of Jesus, the Sea of Galilee 
was crowded with sailing and merchant 
boats and ships. They were all broad and 
rather flat with a sort of under cabin at 
the bow, where the sailors could lie down 
and sleep. It was here that Jesus was 
sleeping when the storm came on. 

The Sea of Galilee itself, is over 600 feet 
below the level of the ocean and is sur- 
rounded by steep ascending hills and pla- 
teaus, thus forming a fwinel-like shaped 
trough into which the winds frequently 
poured with a twisting, tornado-like motion, 
that stirred the waters to their profound- 
est depths. It was in a sudden storm of 
this type that Jesus and the Disciples were 
caught. 

The people of the Orient firmly believe 
that there are demon-possessed men and wo- 
men to-day. “Evil spirits are supposed to be 
the cause of most diseases, and the Chinese 
physician seeks to expel the evil spirit, by 
probing the parts with a long needle.” His 
purpose is to make an opening through which 
the spirit may depart. 

There were no hospitals in those days 
and thus the diseased, maimed and halt 
were driven out of the cities and in many 
instances took up their abode in the tombs 
and caves, or an excavated place in the 
rock in the side of the hill, which was used 
for depositing the dead. Thus they were 
always considered unclean. Maniacs to-day, 
have their abode in these caves in Oriental 
countries, where the Christ has not gripped 
the life. 


The Lesson 


Last Sunday we studied the first group 
of miracles recorded in Matthew, the cleans- 
ing of the leper, the restoring of the Centuri- 
on’s servant and the healing of the one 
afflicted with the fever—three instances 
of where Jesus showed Himself Master over 
disease. To-day we take up another phase 
of His life in the study of the calming the 
storm and expelling the evil spirit, in which 
He reveals to us that He is not alone Master 
and Sovereign and Lord over disease, but 
that He is Master of nature and spirit as 
well. We will consider, I. Jesus as Mas- 
ter of nature, and II. Jesus as Master of 
spirit. 


I, JESUS AS MASTER OF NATURE 


Jesus was in the boat. We need have no 
concern as long as He is somewhere with us 
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in the storm. He had been busy healing and 
ministering to the needs of men, and now 
is crossing the sea to another field, and 
while no opportunity was offered for serv- 
ice, He slept. Human experience has taught 
us that life is not all a calm, but crises 
and testing moments come. The tempest 
rushes down upon us when we are least ex- 


pecting it. The disciples took Jesus in the 
boat in the calm, and when the storm 
came He was there to speak their 


fears away. When we take Him in our 
joys and our merriment, He is always sure 
to be with us in the gloom and the shadow. 
If we take Him in the boat in the sunshine 
when the waves are still, He will be with 
us when the storm appears and the billows 
dash over us. 


The boat and its precious lives were saved 
that day because of the presence of the 
Master. Whatever enterprise we launch, it 
is wisdom to have Him as a chief partner 
in the business. It will never go down if 
He is in the thick of the fight. No business 
corporation ever failed that loved the “Gold- 
en Rule.” It has enlisted on its side all 
the constructive forces of life and that is 
more than all that can be against it. No 
chureh can possibly fail. if He is in its life. 
if there is constantly something in the 
life of the membership that reminds the 
world of Jesus. If Jesus is in the boat, 
in the church, it can never go down. An 
individual or an organization is always just 
as strong as the master passion that domi- 
nates it. If that is Jesus, it can never fail. 
Our hope is not in the absence of danger 
but in the presence of Christ. Would ‘you 
know the secret of a full house?—It is in 
the presence of Jesus.—Would you know the 
secret of victorious and conquering life?— 
It is in the presence of Jesus. “I can do 
all things, Christ strengthening me.” We 
say “we can if we will,” but this means 
failure in the storm, if we do not start 
with Jesus. It should be, “He can if we 
will.” 


Jesus is, and has always been Master of 
nature, the waves, the clouds, the winds, 
and when He says “Peace be still” they 
obey Him. All the inventions of modern 
science are but commentaries on what He 
said to the Galilean Fishermen that day 
when “He rebuked the winds and the sea.” 
He is doing that to-day, Jesus is Master 
of the waves of the sea to-day and the great 
ocean steamer,—Jesus, expressed in steel 
wood and machinery, “rebukes the winds 
and the sea.” The modern “Empire State 
Express” is but another phase of God 
thought, and Jesus is chief conductor. If 
He is not taken on the train it goes down, 
and whenever it thrusts Him overboard. 
and undertakes to violate His spirit and 
command, “Thou shalt not run over a 
broken rail at seventy miles an hour’—then 
come disaster and the tale of woe that al- 
ways follows abandoning Jesus. 


Whenever the aeroplane decides fully to 
take Him aboard and understand His spirit, 
and operate according to His law and con- 
form to His method of procedure, aerial nav- 
igation will be practical and a fact of ex- 
perience. These things have been made pos- 
sible only where Jesus has been sailing in 
the boat. Jesus is at the basis of all science, 
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invention and progress. The nations that 
have not admitted Him have never worked 
out a science, nor thought out an invention. 
Jesus has inspired all that is in the world 
that is worthy of the name of progress. 
Il, JESUS AS MASTER OF SPIRIT 

Not only is Jesus Master of the forces of 
nature, but He is Lord in the realm of 
mind, spirit and conscience. Now He never 
breaks the laws of nature, but uses them 
as aids and servants to bring in His king- 
dom in the earth. He had landed on the 
other side of Restless Galilee, and outside 
the village of Gadara, some distance from 
the shore, “there met Him two possessed 
with devils,” crying, “art thou come hither 
to torment us before the time?” They seem 
to have thoroughly understood that the “Day 
of Doom” was set for the demon of un- 
righteousness. They had been waging a 
battle with “the seed of the woman” and 
well understood that that struggle was to 
end in triumph for He was to ultimately 
“bruise the serpent’s head.” 

It was in fear of this that they cried out 
from the chambers of the poor man’s soul, 


“And he said unto them Go.”—Jesus was 
master over these evil spirits.—Jesus is 
master in the realm of mind and _ spirit 


to-day. 

We are taught here that there is a pow- 
force, an influence in the world that 
unrighteousness, that destroys 
It makes no difference what 
vou name it, whether you e¢all it Devil, 
Satan, Sin or Evil, whether you give it per- 
sonality or not; we are not concerned about 
that. The fact remains and experience 
teaches and observation testifies of this 
mighty power that is in the world. To de-

The fact and the power of the subcon- 
scious mind adds strength to the contention. 
The involved in imbibing 
the spirit of Jesus as that of allowing devils 
Thus I can con- 
ceive that one might listen to the sugges- 
tions of evil, and act upon these suggestions, 
until the subconscious mind would become 
so thoroughly filled with sin and iniquity, 
that it might be said of us, that we were 
“possessed with devils.” Men are “possessed 
with devils” to-day and in all probability 
in the same sense as in the days of His 
flesh. Let Jesus in and devils will go. 
“And they went into the herd of swine,” 
and they “perished in the waters.” This is 
a good illustration of the value Jesus placed 
on a man. as opposed to property. Better 
let the property go, if it will save the man: 
better allow the saloon to go and pay the 
tax, if it will save the boys. Boys are 
worth more than property. Better keep 
the boys at home, even if they do soil the 
carpets, for carpets are cheaper than boys. 
And they wanted Him to “depart out of 
their coasts.” Selfish, grafting, unprinci- 
pled men are interested in keeping Jesus 
out of their town, because He would ruin

The church has been saying to devils and 
unclean spirits “Go”, but with entirely too 
little power. It is true that much has been 
done, but we haven’t touched the hem of 
the garment of possibilities yet. It is easy. 
Just let the Master in. Just be like Jesus.

Throughout his life he was 
an active and conscientious member of thé 
Christian church and was the last of the 
charter members of the Eel River Christian 
cvference to pass away. The conference was 
cerganized in 1844 and he was at all times one 
vo: its most active and liberal communicants. 
He was also a charter member of the Pleas- 
ant Grove and Sugar Grove churches. He 
was also a charter member of North Man- 
chester lodge, No. 264, I. O. O. F. and was 
the last of the charter members to be called 
to his reward. Mr. Abbott was at all times 
recognized as a warm hearted, generous and 
upright citizen, always taking a stand for 
those things he deemed right and having a 
pleasant word for everybody. He is survived 
by a long line of relatives and leaves many 
friends of a life-time to mourn his death.
